Items of W ashington Cotslp, 
W ashington, January 20th.—A rutnor is 
current that ex-Attorney-General Taft will 
next week be appointed Minuter to Germany. 
Judge Taft is in Washington now. 
The Woman’s Suffrage Convention was 
largely attended to-day, and the addressee 
were of great interest to those ladies who 
made up ¡he audience. 
The War Department has official informa­ 
tion of the arrest of Colonel Carr by order of 
General Willcjx, on charges of mismanage­ 
ment of the Chihuchua engagement. 
The Executive Committee of the National 
Board of Health, m connection with the 
emall-pox epidemic in the United States, 
have directed the inspection of eeveral of the 
most important quarantine stations, to deter­ 
mine if the rules aud regulations of the Board 
are properly enforced. An appropriation of 
¿2,000 has been made for the purpose of pre­ 
venting the introduction of disease in the 
District of Columbia. 
The bill for the admission of the State of 
Washington meets with formidable opposi­ 
tion from residents of Idaho, who oppose the 
bill because it contemplates taking three 
counties from the northern portion of that 
Territory in addition to all the territory of 
Washington, to make up the proposed State. 
Tbe people of Idaho are strenuously opposed 
to taking any part if their territory lor the 
purpose named. 
The SsuateSeiect Committee on the Rights 
of Women gave a hearing to-day to a large 
delegation of members of the National Wo­ 
man’s Suffrage Convention. Speeches were 
made by Mrs. Searle and Mrs. Ganger, of 
Indiana. Mrs. Colby, of Nebraska, and Miss 
Susan B. Anthony. The committee unani­ 
mously adopted the following: 
Resolved, That the committee ore under obliga­ 
tions to the representatives of the women of the 
United Stares for their attendance this morning, and 
the interesting and instructive addresses which have 
been made, and that the committee assure them 
that they will give to the subject of women suffrage 
that careful aud impartial consideration which its 
grave importance demands. 
General Sherman says he will be G2 years 
of age on the Sth of February, but that the 
law in rcgirdto aimy retirements does not 
contemplate retiring him or Lieutenant-Gen­ 
eral Sheridan, as their respective ranks ex­ 
pire with themselves.

Both lay claim to i:, and both are willing to 
decide who is the champion. A hitch, how 
ever, new exists as to where the contest shall 
take place. Dr. Carver wishes to shoot the 
match in England, and BagtirJus in Am trica. 
Late in November Dr. Curver indirectly 
challenged Bogardus to a contest for suprem 
acy at pigeon-shooting for ¿5,000 a side. 
B ,gardus accepted, and would then have gone 
to England to decide the mooted ques­ 
tion. it I)-. Carver would depoait, §1,000 
with 
Bell’» 
Life as evidence of his 
go d faith. Dr. Garver replied, in a letter 
published in the American Field, as follows : 
“ I am ready to shoot a match with him in 
England daring the month of February, aud 
I will deposit §250 in the hands of the sport­ 
ing editor of Bell's Life in London for my 
opponent's expenses or. the day that Captain 
Bogardus sails from New York to mset me 
here.” To-day Dr. lio we, received a com­ 
munication from Bcgardns, who is now 
in Elkhart, 111., which will be pub­ 
lished in the American Field to-merr.jw. 
In the communication Captain Bogardus 
says: “ If I reach E . land with matters in 
this shape, I have no guarantee th t Dr.

1 tin then. If upon m3’ arrival in England he 
shonld decline to rrake a match with me for 
any reason, I w-uld have no remedy or com- 
I-nBiti n f ir my lo-s of time, etc , i.o travel- 
•ng over 3 000 miles to meet him. Dr. Carver 
and myself are both Americans, and we both 
claim to be champion wing shots of the 
world, each holding a trophy represent­ 
ing such championship at the

won on English soil. What necessity, then, 
exists that two Americans shonld visit Eng­ 
land to contest for the championship of the 
world under the circumstances that surround 
the shooting of both Dr. Carver and myself, 
and especially ss Dr. Carver declares his in­ 
tention of returning to the United States at 
an early date. The spectacle of two men 
claiming the championship of the world at 
wing shooting presents an anomaly not wit­ 
nessed in any other class of sport.

The 
prosecution, by a clever maneuver, had all 
these papers examined and identified privately 
hy Kotary Webstar, who originally witnessed 
them, and this morning created rather a sen­ 
sation in Court by calling Webster and 
Blackman to the stand and proving the 
papers in bulk. A Btrong objection was made 
by the defense at this action, but it was over­ 
ruled by the Court. The examination, in 
consequence, will be much shortened. The 
defense denounced this private examination 
as “ a star chamber proceeding,” and mani­ 
fested much feeling on the subject. 
National bo ard of Trade. 
W ashington, January 20th.—At to-day’s 
cession of the National Board of Trade, a 
resolution was adopted urging Congress to 
appoint a Commission which will have super­ 
vision over all interstate traffic, in the in­ 
terest of all parties concerned, both the gen­ 
eral public and the corporations themselves. 
This result was reached after a lengthy de­ 
bate.

This moSifcg the Deputy Health Inspector 
visi ed tliP place and found the mother lying 
on a heap of rags and carpet, aud covered 
with postules of sruall-pox. On her right 
was the dead body of Iter little boy. In the 
corner of the r.>out was sitting a little fellow 
on whose face was the shadow of death, while 
huddled close to the cold stove were the two 
remaining children. 
The survivors were 
taken to the pest-house, and the dean butied 
at the expense of the county. 
Judge Lyncli In Ohio. 
Cincinnati. January 20:h.—A private dis­ 
patch says that Wagoner, the murder*"*" of 
D. Byers, paymaster at the furnace at I ron­ 
ton, was taken from jail by a mob last night 
aid lynched.[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
C incinnati, January 20th.—The Times- 
Star Ironton special says: John Wagoner, 
one of the murderers of D. Bvers, who was 
killed two months ago, was taken from the 
jail between 11 and 1 o’clock last night, and 
bung in the Court-house yard by a party of 
from forty to sixty masked men. Tfeay first 
took Bill Seeck, the other accused murderer, 
whereupon he confessed, implicating others 
not yet arrested, and he was let live for the 
present. They then dispatched Wagoner. 
There is cot a trace or clue to the ] erpe- 
trators, and public opinion apparently ap- 
pr ve» the act.

C hicago, January 20th.—Although the 
health * fli dais are anxious to take every 
measure to protect the city from the small­ 
pox scourge, r.nd are fearful that unless 
speedily checked it will become universal 
here, there is no cau=e for alarm as yet, and 
visitors are in very little more danger than in 
the most healthy season. The increase in 
general mortality i? small, and case» of small- 
p -x are scarcely ever seen on the street. The 
chief trouble is with attempts to conceal it.* 
presence, and those guilty of doing so will be 
severely dealt with. One man was fined §10 
to-day for the offense. The new cases to-day 
were four, deaths two. 
Trichina al Chicago — Forty Thousand 
Parasites in One Nqnarc Inch of Muscle. 
C hicago, January 20th.—At a German 
wedding about a month ago, raw bam was 
one if the delicacies, and was partaken of by 
a number of the guests, who have since shown 
evidence of trichina. Most of them have 
been relieved < f the parasite, but Henrietta 
Straese, aged 32, became worse under treat­ 
ment, and d id to-dav in great agony. An 
examination of the muscles dtsel sed 10,000 
of the parasites in one square inch.

N ew Y ork, January 20th,—The death to­ 
day is announced of Gec-rge W. Guion, aged 
72 years. Shortly before the war Guion emi­ 
grated to Sacramento, Ca!., and became es- 
tab’ished in busin»«s just before the devas­ 
tating floods in that city in 1859. He lost a 
great deal of property by the disaster, and 
four years ago he returned to this city. Two 
years later he received a stroke of paralysis. 
He was a cousin of William H. Guion, of the 
firm of Williams & Guian. He leaves a 
widow. 
A Far-Rearhlng Suprem e Court Decision. 
C hicago, January 20th.—The State Su­ 
preme Court to-day decided that the law cre­ 
ating the Probate Courts of Laaalle and Cook 
counties was special legislation, and therefore 
unconstitutional, and that the Probate Courts 
of those counties are illegal and empty. This 
decision is more far-reaching in its scope than 
appears on the surface. The Cook County 
Probate Court has keen in operation four 
years. By this decision all the wills it has 
passed on are veid. 1 he property that has 
come in review before it is without title. Tbe 
Eastern and other capitalists and insurance 
companies that have loaned money on it are 
utterly without security, the titles being 
cion led. The decrees obtait ed there are il­ 
legal, and |te.-*ous who married after being 
divorced are b’gamis.a. The decision creates 
intolerable cu, fastos, end lawyers express 
grave doubts as to whether the Legislature

THE PRINCE OF WALES’ F.ESIDENCE. 
SaudrtDgham Hall is situated on the sea 
coast, close to Hounstanton, the now 
famous new watering ¿dace. It is by no 
means an old house, having, in fact, been 
rebuilt by the Prince himtelf during the 
past twenty years. It stands on rather 
high land, aud commands a tine view of sea 
and woodland, and is altogether exceed­ 
ingly pretty. The house is not large, that 
is to say for a royal residence, and there 
are a hundred “ sea‘s ” in Norfolk fifty 
times floor, but it is exceedingly conveni­ 
en t; every _possible modern improvement 
ha3 been introduced. It is heated like an 
American house, and has the most magnifi­ 
cent conservatories, full of rare exotics and 
winter gardens, imaginable. The park is 
charming, but even this does not bear com­ 
parison with the Marchioness of Lothian’s 
place at BlickliDg, where Anne Boleyn was 
bom, or that at Houghton Hall, the seat 
of the YValpoiea, or indeed even that at 
poor Lord Townshend’s, Raynham Hall; 
but it is in many ways very delightful, well 
stocked with deer and watered by several 
pretty streams and a lake. 
On arriving at the hall the guest is at 
once taken by a servant in royal livery to 
a dressing-room, where ho or Bhe finds all 
the conveniences necessary for touching up 
hia or her toilet. Then a gentleman usher, 
dressed in black velvet court costume and 
carrying a wand tipped with silver, leads 
you into the presence of the Prince and 
Princess, who stand in the center ef a 
rather formal gronp of royalties and illus­ 
trious personages. Your name is called, 
and the Prince bows and the Princess 
courtesies, which acts of courtesy* you re­ 
peat with all the. grace at y-onr command. 
Sometimes the Prince says a few words to 
ydu, and if your face is familiar to him he 
even condescends to chat in a very friendly 
manner. The Princess, on the other hand, 
is rather reserved, bnt always graceful and 
well-bred.

COVERING BOILERS WITH SILK. 
It is well known that silk is an excellent 
non-conductor of heat, and some recent- ex­ 
periments in Germany would scent to indi­ 
cate that it might pay to cucase boilers in 
this costly material. In one trial three 
boilers of the same size and make were 
ranged in order, one covered with the or­ 
dinary felt, another with a coating of silk 
only five-eighths of the thickness of the 
felt, while the third was left altogether un­ 
covered. They were all filled with water 
having a temperature cf 100 degrees Centi­ 
grade, and examined at intervals. After 
the lapse of three hours it was fonnd that 
the unprotected bviler had lost twelve 
degrees of heat, and the other two 
tach two degrees. 
After a farther lapse 
of thirty-three hours, the felt-covered 
boiler has lost thirteen and a half degrees, 
and that covered with eilk only fourteen, 
so that there was no appreciable difference 
between tbe protective powers of the silk 
and those of a casing of felt nearly twice 
its thickness. YVith regard to the cost of 
the material, it is said that in all silk 
manufactories there are avaste scraps which 
it would be difficult or impossible to utilize 
in the trade. These can, it is asserted, be 
made np into bauds and rolls, costing 
comparatively little, and sold at a profit 
to ttie makers ami users of boilers. As to 
the lasting and wearing powers of silk as 
compared with felt, nothing is said, and 
there has not perhaps been time to apply 
an adequate te st; but it is at the least 
possible that in this respect the finer sab- 
stance may possess greater advantages 
over the coarser and cheaper.

Ho took a lamp with him, but 
soon put his bead through the man-hoio to 
get a little fresh air. Alcoholic uas had 
been accumulating in the vat, which an­ 
swered for powder ; the lamp furi,i»hcd the 
match, and John Gtemer tbe projectile. 
John was hnrled with great force tnrough 
the hole at which he was trying to get atr. 
When picked up it was found that his 
hands and the left side ef his r.sck were 
badly burned, and tbe hair on his head was 
nearly all singed off.—[Norristown Register.

Sandringham H all is situated on the sea 
coast, close to H ounstanton,

past tw enty years. 
I t stands on rather 
high land, aud commands a fine view of sea 
and woodland, and is altogether exceed­ 
ingly pretty. 
The house is not large, th at 
is to say for a royal residence, and there 
are a hundred 
“ se a ts” in Norfolk fifty 
tim es finer, but it is exceedingly conveni­ 
ent ; every possible modern im provem ent 
has been introduced. 
I t is heated like an 
American líense, and ha? the m ost magnifi­ 
cent conservatories, full of rare exotics and 
w inter gardens, imaginable. 
The park is 
charm ing, but even this does not bear com­ 
parison w ith the M archioness of Lothian's 
place a t B'ickliog, where Anne Boleyn was 
born, or th a t a t H oughton H all, the seat 
of the WalpoieB, or indeed even th a t at 
poor Lord ToWDshend’s, R aynham Hali ;

p retty stream s and a lake.

and th e Prince bows and the Princess 
courtesies, which acts of courtesy you re­ 
peat w ith all the grace at your com «and. 
Sometimes the Prince says a few words to 
ydu, and if your face is fam iliar to him he 
even condescends to chat in a very friendly 
manner. 
The Princess, on the other hand, 
is rather reserved, bu t always graceful and 
well-bred.

COVERING 
BOILERS 
W IT H 
SILK. 


I t is well known th a t silk is an excellent 
non-conductor of heat, and some recent ex­ 
perim ents in G erm any would seem to indi­ 
cate th at it m ight pay to encase bailers in 
this costly m aterial. 
In one trial three 
boilers of the same bízc and make were 
ranged in order, one covered w ith the or­ 
dinary felt, another w ith a coating of silk 
only five-eighths cf the thickness of th e 
felt, while th e th ird was left altogether u n ­ 
covered. 
Tnev were all filled w ith w ater 
having a tem perature cf 100 a agrees C enti­ 
grade, and examined at intervals. 
A fter 
the lapse of three hours it was found th a t 
the unprotected bsiler had lost tw elve 
degrees 
of 
heat, 
and 
the 
other 
tw o 
tach tw o degrees. 
A fter a further lapse 
of thirty-three 
hours, th e 
felt-covered 
boiler baa lost thirteen and a half degrees, 
and th at covered with silk only fourteen, 
so th at there was no appreciable difference 
between the protective powers of the siik 
and those of a casing of felt nearly tw ice 
its thickness. 
W ith regard to the cost of 
the m aterial, it is Baia th at in all silk 
m anufactories there are ovaste scraps which 
it would be difficult or impossible to utilize 
in the trade. 
These can, it is asserted, be 
m ade up into bauds and rolls, costing 
com paratively little, and sold a t a profit 
to tne m akers and UBers of boilers. 
As to 
the lasting and wearing powers of silk as 
compared w ith felt, nothing is said, and 
there has not perhaps been tim e to apply 
an adequate t e s t ; 
bnt it is at the least 
possible th a t in this respect the finer sub­ 
stance may possess 
greater advantages 
over the coarser and cheaper.

Troubles of an Actress. 


P a r i s , December 25, 1881. 
T he whole of Paria has been throw n into 
an nnnanal state of excitem ent, owing to 
the new census of th e entire population, 
for on this occasion the G overnm ent has 
proved more carious th an in form er years, 
and has penetrated into th e sanctity of 
family and individual affairs. 
Im pertinent 
questions have been asked, which can 
scarcely be said to be the G overnm ent’s or 
anybody’s business, and half the popula­ 
tion m anifested its intention of giving no 
answ er w hatever, or of rendering the an­ 
sw ers as ridiculous as th e questions w ar­ 
ranted. 
F irst was asked your name, your 
family name, your sex, yonr age, if born 
in France or a foreign country, w hether of 
French parents or foreigners, your profes­ 
sion. etc. 
In former tim es the recenseur 
called at each dwelling and inscribed the 
answ ers to verbal questions ; b ut on this 


o c c a s i o n it was decided to have the ques­ 
tions printed and delivered by the coti- 
cterges, who would later collect them and 
deliver them all at one tim e into the bands 
of the Governm ent employe. 
T his infor­ 
m ation provoked a general cry of 


ALARM AND IN D IO NATION, 
For if a Parisian has a horror of anything 
in this world, it is th a t his concierge should 
learn anything more of his private affairs 
than he generally acquires through his re­ 
peated observations and the gossip of the 
servants, who it seems are never able to 
resist the influence and fascination of these 
officious porters. 
These creatures seem to' 
have a doable sight, and w ith one of their 
glances can look you through, way back to 
your grandfather, as well as any political 
reporter can a man who runs for office. 
Ttiey in a short tim e know more of your 
history than you do yourself, and incidents 
in your existence which escape your ob­ 
servation are noted and magnified by them 
to an extent th a t you th in k they m ust 
concern some hero of the Arabian N ights 
tales. 
They have a rem arkable affinity for

Tne concierge is the Cerbere 
of the Parisian’s existence, and the gateau 
de miel m ust be constantly renewed, else

TH E SHA RP TEETH 
Of viciousness and ill will. 
True, there 
are exceptions to the rule, and there are 
concierges who do not answ er to this de­ 
scription, y et they are few in number, and 
do not count m any years of service, for the 
very occupation engenders 
the very in ­ 
conveniences above m entioned. 
T here­ 
fore th e sincerity of apprehension and 
indignation w ith regard to the census was 
not to be doubted, and so much was 
said on the subject, and so m uch noise 
made over it, th at the G overnm ent ordered 
envelopes sent w ith the printed papers, in 
which these last could be placed and sealed 
before being handed to the concierge. The 
project was certainly a charitable and ap­ 
parently a feasible one, and the unsuspi­ 
cious confided to ink and paper every 
m inute detail of tlieir existence ; b ut im ­ 
agine the horror and confusion experienced 
when it became known th at the G overn­ 
m ent officials took upon them selves to open 
these same envelopes in the presence of the 
concierges, and read the contents aloud to 
them , thus conforming to the letter, if not 
the spirit, of the law.

A nd there

CELEBRATED PAINTINGS. 


HANS HOLBEIN AND BOMB ACCOUNT OF 
HIS MASTBRPISCK. 


The Dresden Gallery—Haplmel and the 
Ststloe Madonna—Correspondence 
of the " Record-Union * 


D resden, December 23, 1881. 
“ W e m ust needs love th e highest when 
we see it.” 
Enviable D resden ! 
H appy 
agent of pleasurable emotions ! 
Void of 
sensation m ust be th e one who feels no re­ 
sponsive chord of sym pathy as he wanders 
among th e abundant works of undying 
m asters of all schools and times. W ell said 
Goethe, the w orshiped 
and worshipful 
genius : “ W er vieles bringt w ird Manchem 
etw as bringen !” 
T his celebrated gallery, 
this treasury of beautiful paintings, is said 
to rank w ith the Louvre as one of the 
finest collections in the world ; and to A u­ 
gustus III. 
is ascribed 
th e 
hoDor of 
waving the magic wand th a t called it into 
existence. 
If 
th e ultim atum of hum an 
happiness is attained when the ability to do 
is comm ensurate w ith th e desire, then the 
splendor-loving 
A ugustus 
m ust 
have 
m ounted to the very pinnacle of earthly 
bliss. 
H ere, in these enchanted halls, one 
sees a priceless little altar-pieoe, by Jan 
Van Eyck, of the old Flem ish school of the 
fifteenth century ; num erous paintings by 
P eter Paul Rubens, the great maBter of the 
Flemish school of the seventeenth century ; 
also m any works of his famous pupil, 
A nthony Van D yck, some of which are 
said to even surpass in picturesque treat­ 
m ent those of his m aster. 


IN TH E SPANISH SCHOOL 
H e 
notices the favorite, M urillo’s M a­ 
donna ; and the R em brandt school he finds 
nowhere m ors faithfully or fully represent­ 
ed. 
Among the m ost famous works in 
th e whole gallery 
he 
sees, The N un, 
The M onastery and The Jew ish Cem etery, 
executed by Jacob V an Ruysdael, one of 
the greatest D utch landscape 
painters. 
H ere, also, the great m asters of th e golden 
period of Italian a rt claim his attention 
and adm iration ; in the w orks of th e cele­ 
brated Correggio, Dresden is said to be even 
richer than Parm a itself. 
B ut the pearls, 
the jew els of the collection, are H olbein’s 
M other of God, and R aphael’s Sistine M a­ 
donna. 
These, according to H ubner, are 
th e purest glorifications of Germ an and 
Italian peculiarities ; and, he further adds : 
“ T hey may even be called th e spiritual 
eyes of the Dresden gallery. 
Remove 
them and it loses its refulgeDt brightness ; 
its m ysterious sigus of god-like beauty 
vanish. 
True, th e heaven remains, star 
by star—bu t the sun is gone 1” 


u o l b e i n ’s m o t h e r ok h o d , 
Or M adonna and Child, stand sacredly in 
a private room, 
w ith A lbrecht D urer’s 
priceless Crucifixion and a few other choice 
and ancient paintings. 
I t is well known 
th a t this m asterly w ork was originally 
painted for the B urgerm eister of Basel, 
Jacob M eyer, in 1526, whose family are 
represented under the protection of the 
Virgin. 
M uch Btrife and discussion en­ 
sued over this painting till th e Holbein 
Exhibition of 1871 a t Berlin, where it was 
compared w ith th e D arm stadt painting, of 
which it was previously said to be a copy, 
also w ith the portraits of the M eyer fam ­ 
ily, by Holbein, from the Basel M useum, 
and proven beyond a doubt to the minds 
of many artists, th a t tbe Dresden M adonna 
was only a later work by the m aster’s own 
hand. 
A fter th e death of M eyer the painting 
was sold by one of his descendants, in 
1633, to a coUector of pictures in A m ster­ 
dam, who later sold it again to an agent of 
the Queen of France— M aria von M edien— 
bu t since she died about th a t tim e, he kept 
it for himself. 
In 1690 he became bank­ 
rupt, and the H olbein M adonna fell into 
th e hands of a banker a t Venice. 
H ere it 
seems to have lain for some tim e unknown 
and unappreciated*; although it is said that 
the Duke of Orleans made an effort in 1723 
to purchase it. 
B ut Count A lgarotti seems 
to have been the Fairy Prince who agaiu 
rejuvenated the charm s of tbe Sleeping 
Beauty. 
Through his influence it was ob­ 
tained by bis friend A ugustus III. in 
1743, and placed, w here it still remains, in 
its exalted position in the Dresden G al­ 
lery. 
A lgarotti vividly describes in his 
letters, a t th a t tim e, how the artists of 
Venice made pilgrim ages to see 


TH IS SPLEN DID PIEC E OK WORK. 
A nd cleverly tells how he first “ showed 
his Carlo M arattis and Iiassanos in order— 
as one gives Tokay wine a t the last to leave 
the sw eetest taste in the m outh—to dis­ 
miss them w ith th e last look a t the beauti­ 
ful and m asterly M adonna.” 
G reat credit 
is given A lgarotti for finding out and prop- 
Yriy appreciating such a picture, since the 
prevailing taste a t th a t tim e was exactly 
opposite, and the sw eet creations of Carlo 
M nratti were enrapturing the world. 
In this famous Holbein M adonna the 
Virgin appears in a bodily form and in the 
capacity of a m other, not only of the holy 
child, but of all who kneel at her feet, and 
it is therefore, said Professor W altm an, 
“ th a t she seems so near akin to us in spite 
of her golden crown shining on her long, 
fair hair. The child presses himself cloBely 
and affectionately to his m other, who on 
her part caresses him w ith a w arm th and 
absorption th a t makes her quite forgetful 
of self. 
The family of M eyer kneel at her 
feet, the father and tw o sons at the right, 
the m other, w ith her m other and sister, at 
the left, all fully conscious of the grace 
th at h ai been vouchsafed to them .” 
H aus Holbein, who w ith the “ tenderest 
hum an hands” painted thiB wonderful M a­ 
donna, was the m ust celebrated member of 
a celebrated family of artists. H e was born 
either in the year 1495 or 1497. 
T his is a 
disputed point, as was the genuineness of 
bis great M ad nna. 
H e was a m ost inde­ 
fatigable worker, and specimens of his 
drawings and paintings are found in tbe 
museums at Basel, a t Florence, Berlin, 
Vienna, M ünchen, Paris, London and other 
cities ; but his popularity was m ostly a t­ 
tained through his celebrated M adonna of 
the Dresden gallery. 
I t is said th a t he 
brought the northern realism to th e high­ 
est perfection, blending w ith it touches of 
ideal beauty ; th a t the tenderness and fin­ 
ish in all the accessories of his picture can 
hardly be excelled. 
H is manifold activity 
endured till the year 1543, when the busy 
hands were folded forever. 


MADONNA D I SAN 3ISTO, 
The pearl of the Dresden gallery, the 
world-renowned Sistine M adonna of R aph­ 
ael, occupies a small, beautifully frescoed 
room, wainscoted w ith crimBon and fu r­ 
nished w ith easy velvet sofas for the com­ 
fort of w orshipers at th e shrine of this 
gifted m aster of a rt. 
The picture is eight 
feet high wnd six feet wide, and is set in a 
magnificent fram e adorned w ith different 
symbols of art. 
This painting is regarded 
as indisputably a w ork of th e great mas­ 
te r’s own hand throughout. I t was painted 
probably about the year 1515 for the high 
altar of the C hurch of St. Sisto, in Pia- 
ceDza, from which it derived its name, 
“ M adonna di San Sisto.” 
Betw een the 
years 1711 and 1712, Augustns III. made 
a journey to Italy, where he saw this mas­ 
terly production, th is beautiful M adonta, 
adm ired it exceedingly, and there and then 
resolved to possess it. 
F orty years, how­ 
ever, he w aited, before he accomplished his 
cherished object and obtained th e coveted 
picture. 
T his he did through the influence 
of the a rtist Carlo Cesare Giovanini, who 
himself, in 1754, brought the M adonna di 
St. Sisto to Dresden. 
K ing A ugustus was 
so im patient to behold again his longed-for 
picture, th a t he ordered the unpacking and 
setting up to be done in hiB castle. 
I t was 
carried into the throne-room , and as tbe 
I men halted for a m oment to ascertain 
, where the best light could be obtained, the 
. groat A ugustus quickly, w ith his own 


band, poshed ande tb e throne, saying, 
*’ Room for th e m a t R aphael.” Anyone 
who has enjoyed th e privilege of seeing 
this m arvel of art, can easily imagine how 
th e king then feasted his hungry and ad­ 
m iring eyes upon its “ tender beauty and 
radiant m agnificence,” for they imprese 
every susceptible beholder so, th a t the 
longer he gazes the more entranced he be­ 
comes. 
The Virgin and Child are repre­ 
sented in soft, gray, foamy clouds. 
St. 
Sixtus stands on the right, and w ith rev­ 
erent, upturned countenance, commends 
himself to her m ercy. 
St. Barbara kneels 
a t the left w ith folded hands, while her 
beaming face represents the joyfnl enthu­ 
siasm of th e redeemed. “ A curtain has ju st 
been draw n back, and apparently th e V ir­ 
gin issues from the depth of Heaven ; her 
beautiful, sym pathetic eyes em bracing the 
whole world in th eir gaze. 
Beneath are 
the tw o well-known cherubs, pictures of 
THE SWEETEST INNOCENCE. 
Professor Springer says th a t the attention 
is usually concentrated upon the Virgin, 
child and the angels, b u t th a t the saints 
should 
not 
be overlooked ; 
contrasted 
in age, sex, expression and m ovem ent, they 
supplem ent each 
other w ith adm irable 
effect, and m ust be thought of in connec­ 
tion w ith a whole com m unity of C hris­ 
tian s.” 
The entire background is filled in 
w ith dim angel faces, not discerned a t first, 
but which become very prom inent after 
careful and repeated study of this pure and 
beautiful revelation. 
W ell said the Eng­ 
lish songstress, “ W hat is art, but life upon 
a higher scale !” 
One w ithdraw s from this 
holy of holies, w ith an ardent desire to 
know som ething of the history of the great 
m aster who could call such a creation into 
existence, and he learns th at the great 
R aphael war born a t Urbino in the year 
1483. 
H is father, himself not an insig­ 
nificant artist, recognizing early in life the 
talent of his son, gave him an education 
adapted to the profession of an artist. A fter 
the death of his father he entered the 
school of P ietro Perugino, whose style of 
work he im itated so perfectly th a t one 
could hardly detect any difference between 
tbe work of the m aster and th a t of the 
pupil. 
H e then studied in Florence and in 
Rome, where his works were soon highly 
esteemed, and his Dame and fame spread 
not only over Italy , but 
THE ENTIRE WORLD. 
Francis I. of France ordered paintings 
and would gladly have made R aphael his 
court painter. 
The great A lbrecht D urer, 
for a few of his hand drawings, presented 
him w ith examples of his entire w ork. 
In 
his m anner of life he presented more the 
appearance of a Prince than a painter ; he 
dressed Bplendidly and occupied a beauti­ 
fully furnished house. 
A lthough he never 
m arried he was for a long tim e engaged to 
the C ardinal’s niece, M aria da Bibiena, 
who is know n by the name of Fom arina 
and whom he im m ortalized by painting her 
features in some of his n o t beautiful p ict­ 
ures. 
Raphael was of medium hight and 
slender form, bis features were regular and 
prepossessing ; he had brown hair and eyes 
of soft modest expression. 
The restless 
activity of his spirit and the fervency of 
his im agination were too great for his ten ­ 
der frame, and he died in Rome a t the age 
of thirty-seven. 
H is body was placed in 
the Pantheon, where he had himself chosen 
his tom b and chapel. 
H is highly prized 
works are found all over the civilized 
world. 
Of his many Madonnas, one found 
in England and the Sistine M adonna which 
crowns th e Dresden Gallery are said to 
surpass them all. 
In the latter th e holy 
Virgin bears the features of F o rn a riD a , his 
loved one. 
R aphael is famous for the in­ 
finite richness of his fancy, sym m etry of 
his compositions, 
happy distribution of 
light and shade and for his wonderful pro­ 
ductiveness. 
H is coloring was ever rich 
and harmonious ; he understood, as none 
other, how to secure the harm ony of the 
whole ; his representations of drapery have 
never been equaled. 
AlthoiMB Raphael 
left maDy pupils, his school of art was, 
soon after his death,extinguished in Rome; 
bu t his undying name and transcendent 
works will continue a source of delight, so 
long as the world endures.

SECOND PAPER (CoaTWCHO)—AGRICULTURAL 
CHEMISTRY—IMPORTANT DEFINITIONS. 


W e 
shall 
describe 
very briefly the 
other constituent elem ent of air, namely, 
nitrogen. 
T he physical 
properties of 
nitrogen appear to be almoBt directly op­ 
posite to those of oxygen. 
W hereas, oxy­ 
gen is very active, nitrogen is quite inert, 
and it is hard to m ake it combine with 
any other elem ent. Oxygen is a direct sup­ 
porter of combustion ; in nitrogen the flame 
dies out, not from any property of the 
nitrogen, b u t sim ply from the exclusion of 
oxygi n. 
The principal function of nitro­ 
gen in the atm osphere seems to be th a t of 
sim ply diluting the oxygen so th a t its ac­ 
tion will not be too rapid. 
Oxygen is a 
supporter of respiration, nitrogen is n o t; 
nor will decay take place in an atm osphere 
of nitrogen. This is owing to the reluctauce 
w ith which nitrogen combines w ith any 
other body. 
Decay is sim ply a chemical 
change in the constituents of a body, and 
as nitrogen will rarely unite w ith any body 
except at a high tem perature, it can easily 
be seen th at bodies in nitrogen do not d e­ 
cay, for th e simple reason th a t no chemical 
change takes place. 
A ta high tem perature 
nitrogen unites w ith carbon to form a com­ 
pound called cyanogen, which unites w ith 
an atom of hydrogen to form prussic acid. 
In the m ineral kingdom nitrogen occurs in 
sm all quantities in Diter or saltpeter ; it 
aUo occurs in ammonia gas. 
This gas is 
given off by decaying vegetation, horn, etc., 
but is for commercial purposes derived 
from the m anufacture of coal gas, where 
it is a product. 
The ammouia w ater or 
hartshorn of commerce and medicine is 
sim ply a compound of ammonia gas and 
w ater. 
N itrogen occurs to a slight extent in all 
plants, and is an essential constituent of 
the anim al body, in the working tissues, 
tendons, muscles and nerves of which it is 
invariably found. 
Nitrogenous m atter is 
therefore an indispensable article of food, 
if one wishes to m aintain his flesh and 
strength. 
N itrogen is a colorless, taste­ 
less and odorless gas. 
Its specific gravity 
is fourteen— th at is, a gives bulk of n itro ­ 
gen weighs fourteen tim es as much as the 
same bulk of hydrogen, which, being the 
lightest of 
all gases, is taken as the 
standard of comparison of th e weigtits of 
elements. 
Hydrogen, like nitrogen, is a colorless, 
odorless and tastless gas. 
Ic occurs free 
in sm all quantities in volcanic regions, in 
the gas from boiling springs, and has been 
found absorbed in m eteoric iron. 
The 
principal occurrence of hydrogen in nature 
is in com bination w ith oxygen as w ater, 
which is composed of one part by weight 
of hydrogen and eight parts of oxygen. 
Hydrogen can be obtained free from w ater 
by adding to it a piece of m etallic sodium, 
which [has such a strong affinity for the 
oxygen th a t it will unite w ith the oxygen 
of the w ater, and th e hydrogen will be set 
free. 
H ydrogen is the lightest of all 
known bodies in nature, and is about four­ 
teen and one-half tim es lighter than air. 
I t has been used for inflating balloons, but 
common eoal gas, which is m uch cheaper 
and is easier obtained, and of which hydro­ 
gen forms a large part, 
is now most 
frequently used for th a t purpose. Hydrogen 
burns w ith an intensely hot, though non- 
lunnnous flame, and as I said before, is used 
in theoxyhydrogen blow-pipe. A peculiar­ 
ity of its combustion is th a t the gas of 
itself will neither bum nor support com­ 
bustion ; if a blazing splinter be plunged 
into a jar of hydrogen gas it will go o u t ; 
and also if a je t of hydrogen be conducted 
into a vacuum it will not burn. 
In other 
words, for hydrogen to burn it m ust be in 
contact w ith free oxygen. 
W henever hy­ 
drogen does burn the product is invariably 
water. 
W ater is an oxide of hydrogen, 
and is of very general occurrence through­ 
out nature. 
If you burn a je t of hydrogen 
under a cold glass jar, m oisture will be 
deposited on the inner surface of the 
glass, 
thus 
showing 
th a t 
w ater 
has 
been formed by the combustion of hydro­ 
gen in air. 
Again if tw o volumes of 
hydrogen and one of oxygen be conducted 
luto a closed vessel and a spark of elec­ 
tricity be passed through the gases, there 
will be an explosive combination, and 
drops of m oisture will be depjsited on the 
vessel. 
Now if this w ater 
could be 
weighed it would be found to have exactly 
the same weight as the coiribiutd weight of 
the ga»es which were introduced into the 
jar. 
W ith carbon, hydrogen forms a very 
large num ber of natural compounds ; of 
these th e m ost common ones are the volatile 
oils, as the oils of turpentine, lemon, etc.; 
the illum inating ingredient of ooal gas, 
o tal o 1 or kerosenr, paralhne and Lenzii ■ 
These all are in d u ced under the heaa of 
hydro.carbons, which comprize a great 
num ber of organic compounds. 
H ydro­ 
gen unites w ith sulphur to form a gas 
known 
as 
sulphureted 
hydrogen, 
or 
sulphydric 
acid. 
I t 
is 
a 
very 
dis­ 
agreeable-smelling 
substance, 
possess­ 
ing in a high degree the odor of rotten eggs. 
Tnis gas is given off from sulphur springs, 
volcanic regionp, and from most all putri- 
fying m atter. 
This briDgs us to the con­ 
sideration of the properties of sulphur, 
which is a solid of very general occurrence. 
In commercial use it is iound in tw o forms 
—in sticks (brimstone, or roll sulphur), or 
as a fine yellow powder 6f peculiar taste, 
known as flour of sulphur. 
Sulphur is 
very combustible, and when burning it 
forms a dense, suffocating gas, which unites 
w ith one molecule of w ater to form sul­ 
phurous acid. This sulphurous gas is given 
off from m atches when they are being ig-, 
n ite d ; it is evolved from the pale-blue 
flame of the m atch w hen it is first lit, 
and 
gives 
rise 
to 
the 
characteristic 
disagreeable odor of 
burning m atches. 
Sulphurous acid gas is a compound of one 
atom of sulphur w ith tw o atom s of oxy­ 
gen. There is another very im portant com­ 
pound of sulphur and oxygen, consisting of 
one part of sulphur and three parts of oxy­ 
gen. 
I t is known as anhydrous sulphuric 
acid, or sulphur trioxide, a td u n itis with 
one molecule of w ater to form the sulphuric 
acid or oil of vitriol of commerce. 
The 
anhydrous (w ithout water) sulphuric gas is 
a dense, w hite gas, which condenses into 
prism atic crystals, which again, on stan d ­ 
ing, chaDge into long silky needles. 
This 
sulphuric acid unites, chem ically, w ith 
m etals, and forms sulphates. Common blue- 
stone is tbe sulphate of copper, aDd can be 
prepared by treating m etallic copper w ith 
oil of vitriol. 
Green vitriol is the sulphate 
of iron aDd may be prepared in the same 
w ay 
as 
copper sulphate. 
Gypsum 
is 
the sulphate of calcium (lime) ; glauber’a 
salt is sulphate of sodium. 
Sulphur unites’ 
directly w ith m etals to form sulphides or 
sinphurets. 
These exist in nature in large 
quantities, especially the sulphides of iron 
(iron pyrites;, of copper (copper pyrites) 
and of lead (galena). 
Cinnabar is tbe sul­ 
phide of m ercury, and bleDde is the sul­ 
phide of zinc. 
Any of these sulphides may 
be prepared experim entally by heating 
some flower of sulphur in a clay pipe-bowl 
until it m elts and boils w ith the form ation 
of red gas ; now if a thin piece of one of 
the m etals spoken of he throw n into the 
boiling sulphur it will burp, w ith the for­ 
m ation of a black residue. 
T tih residue 
is the sulphide of the m etal ; if r.ow this 
be treated w ith a siroug acid the residue 
will seemingly disappear, for the m etal has 
united w ith the acid to form a soluble salt, 
and the sulphur has united w ith hydrogen 
to form sulpburoted hydrogen gas. 
The 
evolution of this gas is perceptible by the 
disagreeable odor which is characteristic 
of it. 
Sulphur is alw ays found in plants, but Í3 
generally present only in sm all quantities, 
i t is an invariable ingredient of the essen­ 
tial oils which im pirs tne characteristic 
fla\or to m any fruits, vegetables, gums, 


ate. 
Garlic, onions and mustard owe their 
flavor to essential oils. 
Sulphur comprises 
from 15 to 23 per cent of the volatile oil 
of asafce'ida, and it is this w hich imparts 
such a disagreeable odor to this gum. 
As- 
aLatida is a hardened resinous gum, de­ 
rived from th e root of a Persian p lant of 
th e order umbeltifeni. 
I t is used in Persia 
and neighboring countries aa a condim ent 
for sauces ; w ith us it is used as a disin­ 
fectant, and in medicine, aDd seems ooly to 
be used as a “ condim ent” in the stalls of 
stables when th e epizootic is on tbe ram ­ 
page. 
Sulphur is an ingredient, also, of albu­ 
men, gluten and casein—substances which 
are found both in plants and auiniale, and 
which wiil be described in the proper 
places ; it is also a component of hair and 
horn. 
W hen organic m atter is burned, 
the organic m atter which it contains is 
oxydized (takes up oxygen), and some is 
converted into sulphurous acid gas, while 
the rest rem ains in the ash in combination 
w ith inorganic m atter os sulphates. 
Some 
of tb e m ost im portant of these salts will 
be considered under the head of ash in­ 
gredients. 
Phosphorus is an elem ent having such an 
intense affinity for free oxygen th a t it never 
occurs free in nature. 
W hen it is prepared 
free by artificial means it m ust be kept iu 
w ater to prevent it from oxidiziDg. 
I t 
is known to the chem ist in tw o forms. 
The 
more 
common 
one, 
stick 
phos­ 
phorus, 
is 
a 
yellow, 
translucent, 
wax-like body; 
it is intensely 
poison­ 
ous, 
is lum inous in the dark, and re­ 
quires h u t little heat to ignite it, the heat 
generated by th e friction in scraping a 
m atch being sufficient to ignite th e phos­ 
phorus. The other form of phosphorus is a 
brick-red, opaque form, and is prepared by 
heating the stick phosphorus in ail atm os­ 
phere which is incapable of acting chem i­ 
cally on it to a tem perature of about 240 
degrees. 
This form is known as red phos­ 
phorus. 
I t has no poisonous properties, ÍB 
far less inflammable than the first, and for 
th at reason is used iu the m anufacture of 
safety m atches. Phosphorus unites directly 
w ith oxygen to form phosphoric acid, a 
body of the utm ost im portance to the agri­ 
culturist. 
Burn a bit of phosphorus (stick 
phosphorus) under a glass jar, the bottom 
of which sets in a plate of w ater. 
The 
jar 
is tilled w ith dense w hite fumes, 
which are quickly absorbed by the w ater. 
If no w ater were present it would have 
gathered on the plate and on the sides of 
the bottle, and when brought in contact 
w ith w ater would have united w ith it w ith 
a hissing sound, forming phosphoric acid. 
In nature phosphorus is usually found as 
phosphates, i. 
e., compounds of m etals 
w ith phosphoric acid. 
In plants it exists 
for the most part as phosphates of calcium, 
magnesium, potassium and sodium. 
The 
presence of phosphates in soil is a proof of 
fiuitfulness, and do plants will grow in soil 
w hich is devoid of phosphorus, as it is 
essential to tbe structure of plants, and 
especially so to th e fruit and seed. 
The 
phosphorus of plants pass into the anim al 
body, where it is found in the juices of the 
tissues, aDd in great quantities in the bones, 
th e ash of which consists mainly of phos­ 
phate of lime. 
Tne substance of the brain 
and nervous system iu general contain 
phosphorus, as also does the white of eggs. 
W hen the tissues of the body are worn out 
th e phosphorus in them is excreted in the 
urine as sodium ammonium phosphate, or 
microcosmic salt. 
Phosphorus is not only 
found in anim al and (Vegetable bodies, but 
is also found in sea water, iu the waters of 
springs and rivers, and in meteoric rocks. 
W e have now examined the principal 
characteristics of the six elements which 
constitute the volatile part of plants. These 
six elem ents—carbon, hydrogen, oxygen, 
nitrogen, sulphur and phosphorus—are the 
chief ingredients of all products of vege­ 
table and anitnal life, and for th a t reason 
have been called by some the organic ele­ 
mente of vegetation. 
In order to give some 
idea of the relative am ounts of these sev­ 
eral elem ents in plants, I give the composi­ 
tion of four vegetable products, as deter­ 
m ined by chemical analysis :

Notice the relative am ount of nitrogen 
between the w heat and pea, and straw and 
hay. 
As nitrogen goes to make up the 
working part of the Dody, th a t is, the m us­ 
cles, tendons, nerves, etc., it can be easily 
seen th a t peas are b etter calculated to tiv e 
physical power and vitality than w heat, 
and is one reason why straw is greatly in ­ 
ferior to hay for cattle feed. 
H aving now 
got some general idea of these six elements, 
wo will next, after explaining a few chem ­ 
ical term , proceed to the study of “ such 
compounds of these elem ents as constitute 
the btsis of plants in general ; since a 
knowledge of them will prepare us to con­ 
sider the rem aining elem ents w ith a greater 
degree of in terest.”

TEE STALWART BRITISH ESTHETE THUS 
US WHAT IT IS 


Looking to Elizabethan America for Foil 
Growth of the English Renaissance 
— Wilde’s 
Reception. 


Recently, in New York city, D’Oyly 
Carte, Messrs. Gilbert and Sullivan’s m an­ 
ager, brought out Oscar Wilde, Messrs. 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s subject, at Chicker- 
ing’s Hall. 
Pecuniarily the first night of 
“ Patience” conld not have been sur­ 
passed, if indeed it equalled the night’s 
entertainment. 
At 5 o’clock no ticket, 
even of admission, was to be obtained at 
the box office, and the speculators outside 
had only a few more left at $2 apiece. 
A t S o’clock the hall contained a greater 
audience probably than it has ever held 
before. 
Parquet and gallery were packed 
to the corners, and, contrary to the law, 
people were permitted to stand in the 
aisles. 
The gathering was pretty evenly 
divided as to sex. 
Many were in evening 
dress. 
One or two of the feminine cos­ 
tumes were such as Du Maurier has pic­ 
tured. 
Several young men wore their hair 
parted in the middle and flowers in the 
lappels of their white overcoats. 
For the 
most part, however, the audience was 
naturally barbered, ordinarily dressed, and, 
in manner and appearance, commonplace 
and everyday. 
Noticed in it were Judges 
Brady and Barrett, David Dudley Field, 
Archiba’d Forbes, Jennie June, Theodore 
Moss, Mrs. Forteseue, Bishop Clarkson, 
the Rev. Messrs. Hepworth and Collyer, 
Henry Bergh, Aunt Fanny Barrows, and 
Dr. Macdonald, Superintendent of the City 
Insane A«yium at W ard's Island. 
U ntil 8:20 the lights were kept low, and 
the assemblage showed forth dingily. The 
insufficient illumination, together with the 
picked condition of the seats, made wait­ 
ing tedious, and 
provoked an English 
gentleman with gray whiskers, who sat in 
the center of the parquet, to say, in a voice 
that was audible for several feet round­ 
about, that this was “ too-too.” 
The im­ 
patient expression, however, had hardly 
passed his lips when the cry stal chandeliers 
gave a preliminary crackle and blazed forth 
with the light of noonday. 
The audience 
stirred 
and 
smiled, 
and 
with 
much 
rustle and buzz, adjusted itself. 
The stage 
was still empty. 
Its sole furniture con­ 
sisted of a tail red screen, which stood as a 
background, two heavy carved chairs of a 
fifteenth-century design, a frail and lofty 
pulpit or reading desk, with firm and wide- 
spreading legs, and a slender table close at 
hand, supporting a delicate ground-glass 
tumbler, and a crystal flagon filled with 
white and limpid water. 
At the side of this stage, at S:30 or 
thereabouts, a door noiselessly opened and 
a man and a vision appeared. 
The vision, 
which was round-shouldered, glided half 
way across the stage and sauk iuto one of 
the fifteenth-century 
chairs. 
A noise 
filled the home that was half applause 
and half laughter. 
The man advanced to 
the desk, prononnced a few unheard words 
of introduction, bowed, and quitted the 
stage. 
The vision arose and stood behind 
the desk, and Oscar W ilde and his first 
New Y'ork audience made the acquaintance 
of each other. 
The poet was tall, hut modified his hight 
to a due measure by rouuding hi3 shoulders. 
His hair, brown, waving, and fluffy, was 
parted in the middle, and fell, like that in 
the pictures of Charles II., to his shoulders. 
His face looked forth as between a set of 
soft window curtains, 
white, beardless, 
smiling, and mild. 
The features were 
Irish, much toned down, prominent, hut 
not strong. 
The brow—the little triangu­ 
lar area to be seen of it, th at is—was 
wholly placid and unmarked, and t'ne eye­ 
brows were neat, delicate, and arched, of 
the sort coveted by woman. 
He wore a 
Bwallow-tailed coat of the ordinary pattern, 
a white waistcoat, low cut and double but­ 
toned, a pair of black knee-breeches, black 
silk stockings, and low counter shoes. His 
broad expanse of shirt front was punctured 
in the exact center by a diamond stud, and 
a fine handkerchief was thrust negligently 
in between it and his waistcoat. 
A ribbon 
and seal dangled below the latter garment. 
His collar turned down, not very wide and 
not very low, and a white silk tie was 
evenly knotted beneath it. 
His upper and 
lower parts, to sum up, were picturesque, 
and his middle section mathematical and 
commonplace. 
The first greeting accorded to the poetas 
he advanced to the slender pulpit and bent 
a leg which was quite as slender in order to 
put a foot upon the base of it, was an un­ 
mistakable and rude giggle. 
His face re­ 
tained its placid expression as he laid the 
manuscript of his lecture upon the desk 
and bowed. He began immediattly to read, 
and the giggling quickly suosided. 
Eyes 
which had exchanged unmistakable opin­ 
ions with other eyes fixed themselves in­ 
terestedly enough upon him, and the au­ 
dience assumed the apuearauce of an au­ 
dience in ordinary. 
His delivery was a 
monotone not once interrupted. 
His emis­ 
sions of humor even were delivered in the 
regular intonation, 
and they 
gathered 
piquancy doubtless from the fact. 
After 
ten minutes, save when a joke dropped iu, 
the cadence alone asserted itself, and Mr. 
Wilde sounded like a schoolboy scanning 
Horatio’s first ode. 
He had nis lecture 
pretty well committed, and he read with 
his head thrown back and his large eyes 
roving softly back and forth between the 
galleries. 
Two of bis utterances which provoked 
mirth were these : “ Satire is the homage 
winch ignorance pays to genius.” 
“ To 
disagree with three- fourths of all England 
on all points is one of the first elements of 
sanity.” An idea of his manner of into- 
nat'on may be conveyed in this sentence : 
“ Keats—was 
a 
pure—and 
supe—rior 
artist.” 
It was not long after the beginning of 
the lecture th at the audience began to 
evince sympathy of 
weariness. 
Opera 
glasses were leveled toward.all point?, and 
people more and more showed an interest 
in one another. 
Gray-headed and bald 
men, though plainly they tried hard, could 
not avoid looking sheepish. 
A whispering 
rose in the back seats and crept gradually 
through the cen er auditorium. 
A t the 
end of an hour men who were alone took 
to fumbling their facial features, 
and 
smiled vaguely. 
But the young poet kept 
on, his brow serene and his smile still with 
him, and all he did for his own relief was 
twice to elevate his right foot in place of 
his left foot, andonee to elevate his left 
foot in place of his right foot. 
It was after 
10 when his cadence ceased, and he bowed. 
The audience rose at once, and he had 
passed through the little door before they 
remembered to applaud him. 
They ap­ 
plauded then, and he came hack and once 
more hewed. 
Audience and poet then sep­ 
arated for the night. 


THE LECTURE. 
Among the many debts which we owe 
to the supreme esthetic faculty of Goethe 
is that he was the first to teach us to define 
beauty in terms the most concrete possible ; 
to realize it, I mean, always in its special 
manifistations. 
So in the lecture which I 
have the honor to deliver before you I will 
not try to give you any abstract definition 
of beauty, any such universal formula for 
it as was sought by the philosophy of the 
eighteenth century ; still less to commun­ 
icate to you that which in its essence is 
incommnnicahle, the virtue by which a 
particular picture or poem affects us with a 
unique and special joy ; but rather to point 
oat to you the gar eral ideas which charac­ 
terize the great English renaissance of art 
in this century. 
This renaissance has been 
described as a mere revival of Greek modes 
of thought, and again as a mere revival of 
mediaeval feeling. 
It is really from the 
union of Helenism, in its breadth, its sanity 
of purpose, its calm possession of beauty, 
with the intensified individualism, the pas­ 
sionate color of the Romantic spirit, that 
springs the art of the nineteenth century 
in Em/land, as from the marriage of Faust 
and Helen of Trey spraug the beantiful 
bov Euphorion. 
I trace the first tendencies of the modern 


renaissance to the French revolution, and 
the deaire for perfection which lay at the 
baae of that revolution found in a young 
English poet its most complete and flaw­ 
less realization. 
Phidias and the achieve­ 
ment of Greek art are foreshadowed in 
Homer ; Dante profigures for us the passion 
and color and intensity of Italian painting ; 
the modern love of landscape dates from 
Rousseau ; and it ia in Keats that one dis­ 
cerns the beginning of the artistic renais­ 
sance of England. 
Byron was a rebel and 
Shelley a dreamer, bnt in the calmness and 
clearness of his vision, his self-control, his 
unerring sense of beauty, and his recogni­ 
tion of a separate realm for the imagina­ 
tion, Keats was the pure aDd serene artist, 
the forerunner of the pre Raphaelite school, 
and so of the great Romantic movement 
of which I am to speak. 
If you ask nine-tenths of the British 
public abont the pre-Raphaelites you will 
hear something about an eccentric lot of 
young men, to whom belong a sort of di­ 
vine crookedness and holy awkwardness 
in drawing all the chief objects of art. 
To know nothing about their great men is 
one of the necessary elements of English 
edncation. 
[Applause.] The pre-Raphael­ 
ites were a number of young poets and 
painters who banded together in London 
about thirty years since to revolutionize 
English poetry and painting. 
They had 
three thingB which the English public never 
forgive—youth, power, and enthusiasm. 
[Applause. ] Satire paid them the homage 
which mediocrity pays to genius. 
Their 
detractors blinded the public, but simply 
confirmed the artists in their convictions. 
To disagree with three-fourths of all Eng­ 
land on all points is one cf the first ele­ 
ments of sanity. 
[Applanse. ] 
Pre-Rsphaelism was, above all things, a 
return to nature—to draw and paint noth­ 
ing bnt what was seen. 
W ith the joining 
of William Morris and Edward Burne 
Jones to the original band came changes. 
The latter brought to painting a more 
exquisite choice, a more faultless devotion 
to beauty, a more intense seeking after per­ 
fection. 
He felt th at the close imitation 
of nature was a disturbing element in im­ 
aginative art. 
The artist can exchange no 
theory of life for life itself. For him theie 
is no escape from the bondage of the earth; 
there is not even the desire of escape. 
He 
is the only true realist. 
It was said that 
the storm of revolution blows out the torch 
of poetry; but the desire for equality has 
produced the most gigantic intellects tbat 
the world has ever seen. The revolutionary 
period was one of measureless production 
and of measureless despair. 
The poetry of MorriB, Swinburne and 
Rosetti shows a style flawless and fearless, 
a sustaining consciousness of the musical 
valae of each word as opposed to that value 
which is merely intellectual, a distinct ad­ 
vance in technique which is the character­ 
istic of all great ideas. 
W hile, then, the 
material for workmanship is being elabo­ 
rated, what people call the inspiration of 
poets has not escaped the controlling influ­ 
ence of the artistic spirit. 
Not that the 
imagination has lost its wings, but we have 
accustomed ourselves to count their innu­ 
merable pulsation?, to estimate their lim­ 
itless streugtb, to govern their ungoverna­ 
ble freedom. 
In choosing his subject the artist is the 
spectator of all time. Past and present are 
alike real to him. 
For him no form is ob­ 
solete, no subject out of date. 
But all 
things are not fit subjects for poetry. Into 
the sacred house of Beauty the true artist 
will admit nothing which is harsh or dis­ 
turbing ; nothing abont which men argue. 
The simple utterance of joy is poetry. 
Po­ 
etry is not mere personal private pain. The 
real experiences of the artist’s life are al­ 
ways those which do not find their expres­ 
sion in his work, but seem to be gathered 
up and absorbed into mere artistic form, 
which seems from such real experience to 
be furthest removed and most alien. 
A rt 
will not harm itself by keeping alive the 
discussions and social problems of the day. 
Liy so doing it more completely realizes for 
us that which we desire, for it brings to 
mauy of us the real life—the life which we 
do not feel. 
To the artist the present is 
not more real than the past. 
For him no 
form is obsolete, no subject out of date. 
All lies before him like au open scroll. 
If 
he writes of the sul j -ots of the present, of 
free trade, of bimetallic currency, it will 
be, as Milton expresses it, with his left 
hand, in prose, and phrase, and pamphlet, 
not lyric. 
So it comes to pas? th at he who seems 
furthest removed from his age, it is lie who 
really mirrors it best for us, because he 
strips life of what is accidental, of what is 
trausitory ; he strips it of that familiarity 
which makes life so obscure to us. 
So in 
our own day, the tendency of the nine­ 
teenth century is the pantheistic tendency. 
I agree wilh what was said by Burne Jones 
about the dreadful effects of modern sci­ 
ence. 
He said, “ The more materialistic 
science becomes, the more angels I shall 
p ain t; th at is my protest in favor of the 
immortality of the soul.” 
[Applause ] 
W hatever • spiritual message an artist 
brings to his age is m atter for his own soul. 
It is for us to do naught but accept his 
teaching. 
But our restless modern intel­ 
lectual spirit is not receptive enough. Only 
a few have learned the secret of those high 
hour? when thought is not. 
The secret of 
the influence of Japanese art here in the 
W est is that it has kept true to its primary 
and poetical conditions, and has not had 
laid on it the burden of its own inteilect- 
ual doubt?, the spiritual tragedy of its own 
sorrows. 
In its primary aspect a painting 
has no mare spiritual message than an ex­ 
quisite fragment of Venetian glass. 
It is 
a certain inventive and creative handling 
of line and color which touches the soul— 
something entirely independent of any­ 
thing poetical on the subject—something 
satisfying ia itself, and in poetry, the pleas­ 
ure comes from what K -ats calls the sensual 
life of verse, an inventive handling of 
rhythmical language. 
And criticism, what 
place is that to have in our culture ? 
I 
think the first duty of an art critic is to 
hold bis torgue at all times and upon all 
subjects. 
[Laughter.] The true critic ad- 
dr. sses the public—not the artist ever— 
the public o d Iv . 
It is the critic’s place ‘o 
teach the public to find in the calm of art 
the highest expression of their own most 
stormv passions. 
“ I have no reverence,” 
said Keats, “ for the public or anything in 
existence hut the Eternal Being, the mem­ 
ory of great men, and the principle of 
beauty.” 
Such, then, is the spirit which I believe 
to be guiding and underlying cur English 
renaissance. 
But it is incomplete. 
There 
can be no great sculpture without a beau­ 
tiful national life, and no drama without a 
noble national life. 
The commercial spirit 
of England has killed both beauty and no­ 
bility. 
Consider the warm and lull-colored beau­ 
ties of the more artistic cities of the old 
world past as a Bchool of design, and then 
taka a look at the worn and dreary appear­ 
ance of any modern city ; sombre dress of 
men and women, the barrenness of color, 
the colorlessness of Eurroundings. 
W ith­ 
out a beautiful national and natural life 
not sculpture only, but all the arts, be­ 
come impossible. 
As regards the high 
drama it is nut true, as some critics would 
persuade 
us, that the novel has killed 
the play. 
The romantic work of France 
shows us that—the romantic work of Bal­ 
zac and Hugo, growing up side by side, 
supplementary to eách otdnr, though neither 
saw it. 
Of all other arts poetry may and 
does flourish in any age. 
The splendid 
spirit et the lyrists, fed by its own passioD, 
may pass, like a pillar of fire, over the 
desert a3 over the pleasant places, and is 
no less glorious, though no man follow. 
[Applause ] 
From the mean squabbling of 
a sordid life th at limits him, the dreamer 
or idyllist may sear on poesy’s viewless 
wings to supernal hights ; like Keats, may 
wander through the old-world forests, or 
stand, like Morris, on the Viking’s galley, 
thongh galleys and Vikings have passed 
away. 
The drama deals with social man 
in his relations to God and to his fellow 
mao. 
I t is the product of a great national 
unity of energy. 
I t belongs to such ages 
as of Elizabeth at London or Pericles at 
Athens. 
Shelley felt how incomplete our 
kind was in this respect, and he has shown 
in one great tragedy by what terror and 
pity he would have puriSed our age. 
In 


the post the drama has the artistic form 
which the England of the present day seeks 
in vain. 
It is to you, rather, we look for the per­ 
fection of our movement. 
There is some­ 
thing Hellenic in your life, something 
Elizabethan that our life cannot give. You 
are at least young. 
That very absence of 
tradition which Mr. Ruskin thought would 
rob your rivers of their life and your flow, 
ere of their fragrance may rather be the 
source of your freed&m and strength. 
“ I 
foresee,” said Goethe, “ the dawn of the 
new literature which all peoples may claim 
as their own, for all peoples have con­ 
tributed to its foundation. ” 
If, then, it is 
so ; if the materials of a civilization as 
great as that of old Europe lie all around 
you, what profit, you will ask, will all this 
of art, poets and painters be to you ? 
I am asking, as you have listened for 300 
nights to my friend, Mr. A rthur Sullivan's 
charming opera, 
“ Patience” [laughter], 
tbat you will listen to me for one n ú h t 
[renewed laughter]; and as you have hsd 
satire, you may make the satire a little 
more piquant by knowii g a little more of 
the tru th ; and that, in any case, you will 
not take the very brilliant lines of Mr. 
Gilbert any more as a revelation of the 
movement than you would judge of the 
splendor of the sun or the m ajtsty of the 
sea by the dust tbat dances id the beam or 
the bubble that breaks on the wave. 
[Ap­ 
plause. ] I may answer to the question 
that nothing that interests men and women 
can cease to be a lit subject for culture. 
Nay, more, I might answer, how, even in 
this dull and materialistic age, the simple 
expression of an old man’s simple life, 
passed far away from the clamor of great 
cities, among the lakes and hills of Cumber­ 
land, has brought out for England treas­ 
ures, compared with which the treasures 
of her luxury are as bairen as the sea 
whicn she has made her highway. Tcrough 
artistic spirit and attitude 1 think you 
should absorb art. 
Ia individuals, as na­ 
tions, if the passion for acquirement he not 
accompanied by the critical spirit, it will 
be sure to waste its strength in material­ 
ism, and in following false ideas in artistin 
feeling. 
Love art for its own sake, and 
then all that you need will be added to 
to you. ' This devotion to beauty and the 
creation of beautiful things is the distinc­ 
tion of all great civilized nations. 
It is 
what makes the life of each citizen a sac­ 
rament, and not a speculation. 
It is what 
makes the life of the whole race immortal, 
for beauty is the only thing that time can­ 
not harm. 
Philosophies melt away like 
morn ; creeds follow one anotner, like the 
leaves of autumn ; but beauty is a joy 
for all time, a possession for eternity. Wars 
aDd the clashing of arms and the meeting 
of men in battles must be always, but I 
think that art, creating a common intel­ 
lectual atmosphere between all countries, 
might, if it could not overshadow the 
world with the silvery wings of peace, at 
least make men such brothors that they 
would not go to slay one another as they 
do in Europe, for the w him or caprice of 
King or Parliament. 
[Applause.] Mighty 
empires there must be as long as personal 
ambition and the spirit of tne age prevail, 
but art is the only empire that may not 
yield to the conquest. 
We, in our renais- 
sauce, are seeking to create for England a 
sovereignty that will be still hers when her 
yellow leopards have grown weary of war, 
and the roses of her shield are no longer 
crimson with the blood of battle. 
Ab­ 
sorbed into the generous heart .of a great 
people, this perfected artistic spirit will 
create for this country such riches as you 
have never created, though your land be a 
netw’ork of railways and your cities are the 
harbors of the galleys of the world. 
Yet the truths of art cannot be taught. 
They are revealed only—revealed to na­ 
tures th at have made themselves the recep­ 
tacles of ail beautiful impressions by tne 
study and the worship of ail beautiful 
tilings. 
Hence the enormous importance 
given to works of art iu our renaissance— 
to the pictures, to the weaving of tapestry, 
to the work in gla?s, clay, and metal, 
which we owe to William Morris, the 
greatest hand-craftsman that 
we have 
known 
since 
the 
fourteenth century. 
Hence it is our aim that there should be m 
every man’s house things that have given 
pleasure to their maker, and give pleasure 
to their user. 
And the ctuldren, like the 
children of Plato’s fabled state, will grow 
up in the simple atmosphere of all fair 
thinks. 
W orks uf beauty will dawn upon 
their senses, full of the spirit of art, coming 
like a breath of air that brings health from 
a clear upland, and will insensibly draw 
the children’s souls into harmony with all 
knowledge and wisdom, so that they will 
love what is beautiful and good, and hate 
what is ugly and foul, and have virtue be­ 
fore they know the reason why, and when 
reason comes, kies h tr on the cheek like a 
friend, 
[Applause.] 
The steel of Toledo aud the silk of Genoa 
did hut give strength to oppression and the 
lust of pride. 
Let it he for you to create 
an art that is made by the people, and for 
the people, an art that will be an expres­ 
sion of the loveliness and the joy of life and 
nature. 
Remember that there ib no build­ 
ing in the Greek style, unless ynn have no­ 
ble sculpture, and, for all the Doric co’. 
urnns, and Corinthian upper stories, there 
is but little Greek art in Fifth avenue 
[laughter], and there is no possibility of 
having a Gothic building in New Y'ork, un­ 
less you have a free and natural decoratior. 
We want a new and beautiful art. 
Goth c 
art was not made for priuce or priest, but 
for the people, the whole people. 
You have heard, I have no doubt, at 
least a few words, about two flowers con­ 
nected with the esthetic movement in Eng­ 
land. 
[Laughter ] The flowers, I as-ure 
you, erroneously are supposed to be the 
suitable food of some artistic young men. 
Let me tell you the reason we love the 
lily and the sunflower. 
I t is not Mr. Gil­ 
bert’s reason. 
[Laughter.] 
It has nothing 
to do with a vegetable passion at all. 
It 
is because these two lovely flowers, of all 
our flowers in Engiaud, are the most per­ 
fect models of design, the most naturally 
adapted for decorative art. 
The gaudy, 
leonine beauty of toe one, and the chaste 
and precious loveliness of the other, give 
to the artist the most entire aud periect 
joy, anu see that you let there be no flower 
in your meadows that decs not wreath its 
tendrils around your pillars, no leaf in 
your giant forests that does not lend its 
form to design ; no graceful spray of wild 
rose or brier that has not been grown on 
marble archway or window; 
no bird in 
your air that has not given the irridescent 
wonders of his color or the exquisite curves 
of his wings spread in flight, to create 
more beauty and freshness of simple adorn­ 
ment. 
We spend our days, each of us, looking 
foi the secret of life. 
Well, my friends, 
the secret of life is in art. [Applause.] 
After the lecture Mr Wilde went to the 
residence of John Mack, 365 Fifth avenue. 
After a light lunch of oysters and wines 
he was led to the parlors, where a hundred 
people were gathered. Everybody crowded 
up to be introduced. 
He was very affable, 
aud shook hands untiringly.

A nd really we do not think 
G uiteau is a better m an than Judas was.

Scoville bas said several very foolish 
th irg s in the course of his speech, bu t de­ 
cidedly the silliest was his rem ark, “ There 
“ can’t possibly be show n any ill-will on 
“ his (G niteau’s) p art tow ard President 
“ G arfield.” 
To th is C orkhill very per­ 
tin en tly rep lied : 
“ You seem to forget 
“ th a t he killed him ,” aud Scoville of 
course had nothing more to say on th at 
head. 
B ut since m urder 
is th e very 
escence of malice, and since it is impossi­ 
ble for one man to kill another deliberately 
w ithout doing his victim positive and 
irrem ediable inqury, the presum ption of 
ill-w ill is a necessary sequence of th e hom­ 
icide. 
No man kills another because he 
loves him, and G niteaa’s ill-will tow ard 
Garfield is perhaps the least doubtful fact 
in th e whole case. 
B ut when Scoville sayB 
such things as this we are almost disposed 
to believe th at G nitean was right in saying 
th a t his relative was “ a jackass in this 
“ case.” 


W e p rin t this m orning a very graphic 
report ef Oscar W ilde’s first lecture to an 
Am erican audience. 
The first idea sug­ 
gested by th e description of the lecturer 
w ill be th a t G ilbert has not after all gone 
very far in th e 
direction of caricature 
when painting Bunthorne, in “ Patience.” 
But though Mr. W ilde is not above th at 
affectation of mannerism which is among 
the more transparent hypocrisies practiced 
by the would-be fonnders of new cnlts, it 
is to the m atter of his discourse th at the 
inquiring mind will tarn w ith m ost in ter­ 
est. 
A nd it is probable th a t the first im ­ 
pression will be disappointing. 
There is 
certainly a kind of " p re ttin e s a ” in the 
speaker’s sty le ; a suggestion of Kuskin 
and Sw inburne aud Ilosetti and M orris and 
other anthors of th e esthetic school. 
The 
words flow sm oothly aud gracefully on. 
There is a certain melody and rythm in the 
sentences. 
B at w hat it all meana is quite 
another question. 
Mr. W ilde seeks to ex­ 
plain his cult. 
A pparently ho has sup­ 
posed th a t it was unknow n in this coun­ 
try, and th a t he was coining as a revela- 
tor. 
B ut in tru th w hat he chooses to call 
the “ a rt m ovem ent,” and w hat Philistines 
called Estheticism , 
has been acclimated 
in the U nited States for some tim e, so far 
as th a t can be accomplished by faith­ 
ful im itation 
of 
all 
its 
absurdities. 
There 
are 
probably 
alm ost 
as 
many 
“ Early E nglish” and Japanese interiors 
in N ew Y ork as in London. 
The worship 
of the Sun-flower and th e Lily has been 
taught on M urray H ill a3 well as in Gros 
venor Square. 
The language of w hat 
Philistinism calls 
“ the fleshly school 
has long since crossed th e A tlantic. 
Mr. 
W ilde also is known here as something 
more closely resem bling the buffoon than 
the prophet of his cult. 
H e is the M audle of Punrk, and not 
much 
exsgerated 
as M audle. 
B ut for 
all the absurdities cf his action he shows 
in tbis lecture an appreciation of th e agen­ 
cies which win men and forw ard new 
doctrines. 
There is in fact a sacerdotal 
elem ent in his teaching which has a curi­ 
ously familiar aspect. 
Mr. W ilde preaches 
Estheticism , in short, as a religion. 
A rt, 
he tells his audience, is not to be found by 
seeking. 
I t is a m ystery which m ust be 
revealed to each individual. 
H eie we 
have precisely the same Shibboleth th a t the 
religious preachers employ. 
Again, Mr. 
W ilde asserts th a t A rt instruction m ust be 
received passively. 
I t m ust not be ques­ 
tioned. 
The d u ty of the seeker after es 
thetic tru th is receptivo. 
He m ust not 
venture to inquire or to diseñes or to an­ 
alyze. 
Indeed it will be best for him if he 
dees not think a t all. 
H ere Mr. W ilde 
comes perilously close to Rousseau, who 
declared th a t “ the m an who thinks is a 
“ depraved anim al.” 
N or m ust the neo­ 
phyte 
presum e to exercise his 
reason 
over the m atters conveyed to him. 
H e is 
sim ply to accept everything w ith absolute 
submission and complete reverence, and he 
is to attu n e his mind to th a t placid 
condition in which, though a negation of 
sense, he will become rapt in ecstasy. 
This is curiously like some of th e teach­ 
ings of the Yogi. 
A sim ilar doctrine was 
known to the European m onks of the 
M iddle Ages. An anchorite of the eleventh 
century could have given M r. W ilde sev­ 
eral points in this kind of business. 
This 
is the way he tau g h t th e c u lt : 
“ W hen 
“ thou art alone in th y cell, sh u t th y door, 
“ and seat thyself in a co rn er; raise thy 
“ m ind above all things vain and transi- 
“ tory ; recline th y beard anil chin on thy 
‘ ‘ b reast; turn thy eyes aud thoughts tow ard 
“ the m iddle of th y abdomen, and m ark 
“ the place of the heart, the seat of the 
“ soul. 
A t first all will be dark and com- 
“ fortless ; b ut if thou persevere day and 
“ night thon w ilt feel an ineffable joy, and 
“ no sooner has the soul discovered the 
“ place of the heart, than it is involved in 
“ a m ystic and ethereal lig h t.” 
The 3ame 
doctrine íb taught iu India to-day. 
I t is 
by thiB kind of contem plation th a t one be­ 
comes a Kikshi, and finally attain s to N ir­ 
vana. 
Buddhism in short ha3 anticipated 
the principal ideas in Mr. W ikle’s cult, 
and all other religions have anticipated the 
theory of revelation which he has intro­ 
duced to it. 
W e cannot say m uch for the 
ingenuity or th e brilliancy of the new 
scheme, indeed. 
I t seems to n 3 to be a 
clum sy and som ewhat gross copy of the m ys­ 
tical cults which have perpetually been held 
as whips over the heads of m ankind, and 
which have been used to dom inate them 
through their superstition and ignorance. 
T he pretense of a revelation transcend­ 
ing reason is th a t which has ever been the 
iaot shift of a creed whose foundations Rea­ 
son overthrows. 
W hen it is possible to 
explain everything about a cult so th at the 
sim plest can understand it, its priesthood 
alw ays fall back upon the very convenient 
theory 
of 
revelation 
and 
conversion. 
They posit a m ystical and incom prehensi­ 
ble operation of the epirit, th e proofs of 
which cannot be brought to light, which is 
known only to th e individual and th e par­ 
ticular divinity w orshipped, and which 
m ust be a secret betw een them . 
J u s t so 
is it w ith Oscar W ilde’s cult. 
H e telia us 
th a t the getting of an insight into A rt is 
like the getting of C hristian “ g race” : a 
m atter beyond and above Reason, and not 
to be profanely exam ined. 
There m ust of 
course alw ays be a “ H oly of H o lies” in 
every cuit, or the vulgar would not believe 
in i t ; and though, like the eacred inner­ 
m ost recess of th e Temple of Jerusalem , 
the curtain falls before a perfectly em pty 
cham ber, there m ust still be a curtain 
there to gratify th e dem and for m ystery. 
B ut in the case of the esthetics the motive 
for concealm ent is the abscnco of a tangible 
secret. 
In th e M ysteries of Eleusis the 
tpopes did find, 
in 
the 
ark 
he 
was 
bidden to explore a t tbe close of his trials, 
certain m aterial though perplexing symbols; 
but in the ark of the Esthetics there exist 
neither symbols nor things symbolized. 
I t is as blank, expressionless 
as 
the 
Sphinx, and meaningless as vacnitycan be. 
Of course Mr. W ilde and his school hug 
them selves in th e gratifying belief th a t 
they alone possess the tru th , and th at 
their contem poraries who laugh at them 
are really fools and barbarians. 
A nd they 
have had some ground for confidence, see­ 
ing th a t Fashion has so readily lent herself 
to their caprices, and th a t so considerable 
an elem ent of the w ealth, class both here 
and in England has hum biy accepted in­ 
struction from them . 
B ut for all this they 
represent only th a t half.developm ent of 
intellect w hich alw ays hangs about thq 
skirts of real m ental progress. 
This class 
of m inds is essentially im practical. 
Tney 
are impressed w ith a certain dream y, temi- 
poetical, wholly sentim ental, and not a 


little morbid epirit, which prompts them 
to to rn w ith loathing from fam iliar th in g s; 
to regard as sordid and vulgar the m ost 
precious utilities of th eir own tim e ; to 
yearn after th e clum sy and inartistic cru­ 
dities of half-civilized ages : to resent the 
dissem ination of T ru th ju st as owls may 
be supposed to resent tb e dissem ination of 
L ig h t; and to denounoe as Philistines all 
who are not crazy enough to join their 
sickly wkim, or to agree w ith them th at 
H igh A rt means Ugliness, Stupidity, C rude­ 
ness, Bad Drawing, Discomfort, Sadness, 
Gloom, and, speaking generally, a genteel 
and altogether decorous approach to sys­ 
tem atic 
im becility 
in 
decoration, cos­ 
tum e, language and thought. 
Those who 
will not accept these things ; who will not 
believe 
th a t Sw inburne’s purulent po­ 
etry, and W alt W hitm an’s 
“ barbarous 
yaw p,” are th e highest and best produc­ 
tions of th e nineteenth century, are to be 
anathem a, and every M audle and Postle- 
thw aite of th e esthetic school is to lisp 
out denunciations of them . 
There used to be an Evangelicism at the 
beginning of the century which m uch re­ 
sembled this cult. 
I t was in great favor 
w ith old m aids and yonng misses. 
I t was 
preached by the sw eetest of parsons, w ith 
oh, such loves of whiskers, and th eir hair 
parted in the m iddle, and such delicious 
scent on th eir handkerchiefs. 
Of course 
it was M ystical. 
I t would seem quite in­ 
dispensable, w hen appealing to th a t sweet 
sex which doubles our joys and shares our 
sorrows, to employ the Incomprehensible. 
Perhaps it is th a t th e idea of a sort of re­ 
ligious B luebeard’s Closet stim ulates the 
curiosity of th e fair creatures, aud affords 
them a pleasant, thrilling sensation. 
Es- 
theiicism is in this line of cults. 
I t is 
em inently fitted for ladies, and for ladylike 
men. 
Oscar W ilde himself appears to be 
a m ost ladylike young person, in his knee- 
broeches and silk stockings, and his flowing 
locks and sw eet pale countenance. 
But 
the present age has had enongh, and more 
than enough, of the kind of cant and tw ad­ 
dle his school represents. 
The tim e when 
men could be persuaded to surrender their 
reason a t th e bidding of a high priest of 
any cnlt has gone by. 
To day there is no 
passage anyw here w ithout a challenge. 
Tc-day the m ention of a m ystery suggests 
a fraud. 
And as for Oscar W iide, is he 
not fam iliar to us all in th e really very 
m uch more agreeable figure ef Reginald 
B uuthorne ? 
B unthorne 
we 
know 
as 
a self-confessed impostor. 
Perhaps Oscar 
W ilde 
is n o t 
an 
im postor. 
Perhaps 
he believes in his own m ystical rubbish : 
in his sacerdotal travesty. 
B ut he and 
his school arc behind, not in advance of, 
th e age. 
They bring to us dism al echoes 
from feudal tim es, no t foretastes of a 
brighter future. 
They may be tolerated so 
long as they furnish topics of amusem ent, 
but they m ust not think to proselytize b e­ 
cause they arc tolerated, and they m ust not 
be too vain because they are in so sm all a 
m inority. 
L et them rem em ber th a t if 
m ajorities are often wrong, it by no means 
follows th a t m inorities are alw ays right. 


KiEKWOOD’d 
INDIAN 
PLAN. 


Secretary K irkw ood’s bill to try a new 
departure in th e Indian question bas some 
decided m erits, though, as we shall pres­ 
ently point out, there are one or tw o rath er 
serious hindrances to the general plan. 
He 
proposes to send Commissioners among the 
Indians, w ith power to obtain th eir con­ 
sent to the reduction of th eir reservations. 
W henever this cannot be obtained the part 
to be taken from tire reservation shall be 
surveyed and sold, and the proceeds of 
these sales shall constitute a fund from 
which to furnish the Indians w ith means to 
improve and cnltivate tbe land rem aining 
to them . 
I t is to be a further duty of the 
Commissioners to induce th e Indiana to 
take up land in severalty, upon their doing 
w hich patents are to be issued to them . 
The general purpose of the bill íb to lead 
the Indians to adopt habits of settled in­ 
dustry, to farm , to raise stock, and in a 
word, to subsist them selves on the prodace 
of their own land, in a civilized and peace­ 
able way. 
T h at this kind o f project is 
really not impracticable, a t all events w ith 
some Indian tribes, has been proved by the 
sncces8 of the experim ents m ade in the In ­ 
dian T erritory. 
No doubt some of the 
W estern tribes are far w ilder than the 
Choctaws, Chickasaws and Uherokees, and 
perhsp3 some of them are less intelligent. 
B at experience seems to justify the con­ 
clusion th a t if Indians can once be per­ 
suaded to settle down and accum ulate a 
little property, they begin to develop th at 
habit of acquisitiveness which lies at the 
rcotB of civilization, and th a t eventually 
they coine to recognize the superior advan­ 
tages of the new mode of living. 
This is w hat Mr. K irkw ood proposes to 
do for them , and it is probably well worth 
while to try th e experim ent. 
In selling 
the reservations, however, the Secretary is 
evidently burning his ships. 
W hat would 
he do, supposing th a t the Indians refused 
to be civilized, after all th e land and the 
money, too, was gone? 
I t m ust be under­ 
stood th a t the Indians may not clearly re­ 
alize w hat they are undertaking ; th a t they 
may become w eary of the change ; th a t 
they m ay find it impossible to live in such 
confined 
quarters. 
B ut if 
they have 
been hemmed in by whito settlers, aud 
their reservations have been circumscribed, 
w hat are they to do in such circum stances? 
This is the defect of the scheme. 
I t does 
not provide any means of retreat. 
I t pro­ 
ceeds upon th e theory th a t succese is cer­ 
tain, and success is by no means certain. 
I t is an old sayiDg th at one ehou'd never 
p u t all his eggs in a single basket, bu t this 
is what Mr. Kirkwood has done here. If the 
Indians should oonolude not to go on w ith 
the process of civilization, they m ust be 
moved aw ay to some locality where they 
can have more room, or they are very 
likely to break out upon the settlers who 
surround them . 
T his is a- contingency 
which ought to be m et a t the outset, not 
left to tbe hazard of the moment. 
And it íb also evident th a t very great 
care would be necessary to prevent the 
sale of the surplus reservation lands yem 
becoming a scandal and abuse. The instant 
snch a plan is announced a swarm of land- 
thieves will begin cudgelling their brains 
for some trick whereby they may obtain 
possession of tn e surplus territory for a 
song. 
I t would be necessary for the Com­ 
missioners to be men of high chara' ter, 
and they w ould have to look after the 
m atter personally, and ascertain th a t all 
th e sales were genuine, and for the highest 
m arket | rlcs attainable. 
And it is donbt- 
ful w l ether, even when every care and 
precaution had been exercised, the lands 
could be sold for enough to proride a fund 


capable of doing what would hare to be 
done. For itis c ertain th atth e Indiana would 
require a great deal of help a t first, and a 
great deal of instruction and example, and 
all this would cost money, and wonld tax 
the capacity of the proposed fnnd severely. 
W e 
therefore 
doubt seriously w hether 
enough m oney can be raised in this way, 
and think th a t to avoid anything like a 
deadlock provision ought to be made for 
some auxiliary fund, only to be availed of 
in the event of positive necessity, bu t a t 
hand in case of a erisis. 
A part from these objections, none of 
which go to the m erits of the bill, we think 
M r. 
K irkw ood 
has 
profited 
greatly 
by his 
opportunities 
to ascertain 
th e 
liest 
m ethod 
of dealing w ith tb e In ­ 
dians. 
W e have no doubt th at the way he 
proposes is the rig h t way to solve the In ­ 
dian problem, though it may be a w ork of 
much longer tim e than is thought ju st now. 
The example oi perm anent settlem ent once 
given, however, and the tendency to ac­ 
cum ulate property established, th e conver­ 
sion of the wild tribes will become easier 
continually. 
If they can be kept free from 
th e depraving influence of th e kind of white 
associations they have had forced upon 
them hitherto, th e experim ent w ill have 
so m uch the b etter prospect of success. 
B ut in proposing to sell portions of tbe re­ 
servations to settlers, the Commissioners 
would find it necessary to exercise a dis­ 
crim inating judgm ent as to the purchasers, 
or they m ight undo th e labors of years by 
establishing a lot of “ border ruffians ” 
alongside 
of 
th e 
Indians 
whom 
it 
was 
sought 
to 
civilize. 
As 
the 
bill 
in 
its 
present 
form 
does 
not 
contem plate 
any 
increase 
cf 
the 
appropriations, and as there does not ap­ 
pear to be any “ m oney” in it, we think it 
probable th a t Congress may be induced to 
consider it upon its m erits. 
No doubt it 
would be best to try the experim ent on a 
small ecale, and it would be easy enough 
to begin w ith a single reservation. 
If the 
plan was successful then it would be tim e 
enough to extend it, and if it failed per­ 
haps b etter fortune 'm ight be" bad with 
some other tribe. 
It is possible th a t some 
difficulty will be encountered in persuad­ 
ing the Indians to agree to the dim inu­ 
tion 
of their reservations, a t first, b ut 
when the whole scheme is explained to 
them th e m ajority m ay be expected to 
entertain it favorably, for there can be 
littlo doubt th at they would like to im ­ 
prove th eir condition.

DRAPER. 


In the death of Professor J. W . Draper 
A m erica has lost one of her most em inent 
scientific men, and also one of her most 
distinguished authors. 
Born in England, 
M r. 
D raper came to th¡3 country in his 
youth, 
com pleted 
his education here, 
graduating w ith rare honors, and for be­ 
tw een forty and fifty years he has occu­ 
pied a prom inent position in the faculty of 
tbe U niversity of the city of New York. 
His scientific researches have associated 
bis name w ith those of Sohellen, H nyghens, 
H elm holtz 
and 
H uggins, 
in connec­ 
tion w ith the theory of Light and the 
developm ent of Spectrum A nalysis and 
Photography. 
Dr. 
Draper indeed made 
repeatedly m any of tho discoveries which 
have beeu claiintd for and allowed to E u­ 
ropean scientists. 
H is m erits, however, 
w ere very thoroughly appreciated in the 
republic of Science, and his contributions 
to scientific publications, which were fre­ 
quent, were alw ays accepted as authorita­ 
tive. 
H e was a curious instance of versa­ 
tility of genius, for though his scientific 
labors were so continuous and extensive 
th a t they m ight very well have formed the 
sole basis of his reputation, y et his lite­ 
rary fame had beeu even more w orthily 
won, aud was perhaps even more generally 
understood. 
H is principal 
w ork 
wa3 
undoubtedly “ The Intellectual Develop­ 
m ent of Europe,” one of th e most sugges­ 
tive and a t th e same tim e fascinating 
books, and strongly m arked by originality 
of thought. 
I t has been translated into 
all the principal languages of Europe, and 
has in fact become a classic. 
H is “ H istory 
of the Civil W ar in A m erica” is probably 
the best book hitherto w ritten on th at su b ­ 
ject. 
Besides these he bad published a 
"P hysiology,” aud a cum ber of medical 
and scientific monographs, and his latest 
literary work was “ The Conflict Between 
Science and R eligion,” w ritten for the In ­ 
ternational Scientific Series, and pregnant 
w ith broad and deep thought and weil-con 
sidered opinions. 
The “ Intellectual De­ 
velopm ent of E urope” is the m ost im port 
ant contribution made by A m erican litera­ 
ture to th a t subject, aud one of th e best 
w ritten works A m erican literature 
can 
boast. 
Dr. D raper has left tw o sons, both 
of whom have already distinguished them ­ 
selves m science, though neither of them 
has thus far displayed any of th a t purely 
literary talent which th eir fath er so con 
apicuously exhibited. 


THE 
TARIFF 
ON 
LUK3ER. 


I t m ight be thought th a t Congress had 
determ ined to destroy all th e tim ber in 
the U nited S tates as quickly as possible, 
if one were to judgs from the legislation 
on this subject. 
W hy else should a tariff 
upon lum ber have been imposed ? 
W e do 
not “ produce ” tim ber as we produce corn 
and cattle. 
W e have a definite quantity 
of forest land, and w hen th a t is cleared we 
shall have no more tim ber, for hitherto no 
steps have been takf n to supply the place 
of tb^sti which has been cu t down. 
To put 
a tariff upon lum ber, therefore, is to in­ 
jure the whole conntry for th e sake of a 
few lum ber m anufacturing firms, m any of 
which steal all the tim ber they use. 
The 
tim ber belongs to th e whole countiy. 
I t 
is p art of the patrim ony of the people. 
It3 
destruction will be disastrous to the pub­ 
lic interest. 
Y et Congress has for years 
been taxing lum ber a t the rate of tw o dol­ 
lars a thousand, 
to the end th a t the 
tim ber 
thieves m ight be 
protected in 
the prosecution of th eir business. 
This 
is worse tban to pass a law for the pro­ 
tection of smugglers. 
The tim ber is dis­ 
appearing w ith alarm ing rapidity. 
I t is 
being stolen in immense quantities. 
Even 
in this State the stealing of it has been a 
m ost profitable business, and m any men 
have pursued it for years w ith im punity. 
There is reason to believe th a t mnch of 
the opposition to Senator M iller’s bill to 
establish the Seqnoia P a ik comes from 
the fact th a t th e proposed law wonld put 
an end to tim ber stealing in th e region 
ooncemed, and th a t in fact it is the tim ber 
thieves who in th a t case are representing 
the pnblic, and assnm ing a virtuous indig­ 
nation. 
B a t why shonld the lam ber firms 
be protected? W ill some Prctectionist un­ 


dertake to explain that mystery? They 
are no t m anufacturing a raw m aterial 
which is grown in th e country as other 
raw m aterials are grown. 
They have done 
nothing to create th e forest. 
The forest 
belonged to th e land. 
A ll the lam ber 
firms have done is to destroy w hat they 
have never sought to replace. 
They are 
therefore rapidly reducing th e conntry to 
poverty in this respect, and y et Congress 
actually helps them to do this mischief by 
excluding foreign lum ber. 
A more hope­ 
lessly idiotic course than this it would be 
impossible to conceive. 
W e ought to 
preserve our forests as carefully as possible, 
and in order to do bo we ought to adm it 
foreign lum ber free of duty. 
I t is to the 
public interest th a t lum ber should be cheap 
and plentiful. 
I t is not to the public in­ 
terest th at our forests should be sacrificed 
to the greed and rapacity of a few per­ 
sons. 
The tariff on lum ber, in short, Í3 
one of the m ost stupid and mischievous 
of all the protective taxes. 
N ext to th at 
on quinine, which has now happily been 
removed, it is perhaps the very w orst on 
the list. 
And if anything is to be done to 
preserve the rem nants of our forests, now 
vanishing more rapidly every year, this 
foolish tariff on lum ber will have to be 
taken off. 
L et us have Canadian lam ber, 
B ritish Columbian lum ber, any kind of 
lum ber, so th a t 
when this generation 
passes from the stage it may not have 
earned the curses of 
its survivors by 
stripping the country bare of its forest 
grow th. 
And however it may appear to 
Congress, this is a very m uch more im ­ 
portant question than the organization of 
the com m ittees even.

AS WE ANTICIPATED. 


STEEL 
BAILS. 


D uring th e 
fiseal year ending June 
30, 13S1, there were im ported iuto the 
U nited S tates 403.159,4S2 pounds of steej 
rails, on which the d uty was Ij cents per 
pound, or §28 per ton. 
The prim e cost 
and freight of this steel was $0,507,048, 
and the d u ty was $5,039.493. 
The raiH, 
but for the tariff, could have been delivered 
a t New Y ork for $35 per ton. 
A t it was, 
every ton of steel rails bought in this 
country during th e period referred to cost 
$t¡0 per ton. 
The A m erican steel rail mills 
m ade one million tons of rails th at year, 
and sold every ton a t $00. 
The Govern­ 
m ent derived from this operation neither 
more cor less than the $5,039,493 which 
was the dnty paid on the im ported steel 
rails. 
The G overnm ent only got this five 
millions of d o llars; 
hut somebody got 
$28,000.000, which is th e difference be­ 
tw een the price the foreign steel could have 
been sold for in th e absence of the tariff, 
and the am ount of th a t tariff. 
In other 
words, the 
tariff 
clapped tw enty-eight 
millions of dollars upon the cost of steel 
rails to the consumers, and every cent of

special benefit of a few private persons. 
These m ill owners, in common w ith all 
protected industries, 
have besn vested 
w ith the dignity of governm ents. 
The 
people are trx ed to support them , and 
they give nothing in return. 
For though 
th e expense cam e nom inally upon the 
railroad corporations, as a m atter of course 
it had to be borne at last by the customers 
of the railroads, nam ely, th e people. 
I t 
is thus th a t Protection robs and swindles 
th e masses. 
I t is thus th a t the moat m is­ 
chievous and greedy monopolies are built 
up by it. 
I t is thus th a t the earciDgg of 
the workingm an are taken from him. 
I t 
is thus th a t the profits of the w heat growers 
are cu t down. 
T ruly it takes a loDg tim e to 
m ake the people understand how they are 
being plundered by the tariff, and some­ 
tim es one would alm ost th in k th a t they 
really enjoyed being robbed.

Tho conductor of the express train which 
was run into a t Spuyten Dnyvil the other 
day has throw n quite a new light upon the 
affair. 
I t was originally stated th a t the 
first train had stopped because of a hot 
journal, or som ething of the kind. 
The 
conductor, however, alleges th a t none of 
th e train officers gave th e signal for the 
stoppage ; th a t the train vras not stopped 
because anything was w ro n g ; b u t th at 
some of tn e druukeD, riotous passengers 
m ust have pulled the bell-rope, and so put 
on tho air-brakes. 
And these drunken, 
riotous passengers, who, 
the conductor 
says, were “ singing, sm ashing hats, and 
“ conducting them selves in a very disa- 
“ greeable manner, ” were m em bers of the 
New Y ork Legislature, ex Congressmen, 
New Y ork city officials, leading politicians, 
and prom inent men generally in th a t com­ 
m unity. 
I t is now asserted th a t the stop­ 
page of the first train, which was the cause 
of the ensuing driaster, was a practical 
joke on the part of some of these respect­ 
able gentlemen, m ost of whom, according 
to the conductor, were supplied w ith bot­ 
tles of w hisky, which they were passing 
around freely, we suppose in accordance 
w ith th e usual custom among the members 
of the New Y ork Legislature.

such an episode as this occurred on a Cali­ 
fornia railw ay wo should have bad long 
sermons from the New Y ork press about 
the deficiencies of W estern civilization. 
But though we have had some tolerably

B at it seems certain now th a t unless vigor­ 
ous m easures are taken w ithout further 
delay the disease will go fasten itself in 
and aroand Chicago as to render ita elimi­ 
nation all b a t impossible, and then noth­ 
ing b ut a quarantine system on a gigantic 
scale will be of any use. 
M eantim e it is 
satisfactory to know th a t th e California 
State Board of H ealth has been wise in time, 
and th at in consequence of its vigilance 
and activity this S tate is protected against 


As we anticipated, th e Russian official 
press has already given it to be understood 
th a t the Czar’s G overnm ent will tolerate 
no foreign interference in the m atter of the 
oppressed Jew s.

FORTY-SEVENTH DAY OF THE SLICKENS 
CASE IN 
COURT. 


The Prosecution in R ebuttal—Attacking 
the E xpert Testim ony of the 
Defendant. 


The trial of the case of the People vs. Tbe 
Gold R un Ditch and Minins: Company pro­ 
ceeded yesterday, at 9:80 a. m., before Judge 
Jackson Temple, of Sonoma, 
The prosecution began in rebuttal. 
The 
defense offered a map of Nevada county, and 
the prosecution and defense agreed on certain 
statistical evidence, to be filed, as to popula­ 
tion, etc. 
Prosecution called J . L. Gouid. who testi- 
titiad relative to dates of the completion and 
purchase of the ditch property of the defend­ 
ant. 


Prosecution called M arion Big.?*, Sr., o* 
B utte connty (to M r. H art)—H ave livgd 
there since 18o8; half a mile from Feather 
river and four miles northeast of Biggs. 
Came to California in 1850. 
Arrived July 
8 h. 
The character of that river— 
The defense objected, as not in rebuttal. 
Prosecution proposed to show that prior to 
hydraulic mining ths* river ran clear, became 
tnrbid after raiuiag began, and comparatively 
clear again after it ceased, to demónstrala 
th at the natural wash has not had the effect 
ascribed, and th at miniog debris does come 
down the river directly, and thus to contra­ 
dict the testimony of Mr. O’Brien and others. 
Argued at length by Mr. Belcher, Mr. H art, 
Mr. Cadwalader and Mr. Wilson. 
The Court said these questions were fre­ 
quently—nearly always—raised in trials, and 
were moat frequently left in an unsatiifac- 
tory 3tate. more especially as the action of 
the Court in the m atter seldom forms a pre­ 
dicate for anpeal—for exception, if there is 
error. 
The Court then reviewed the practice 
under the authorities and the rule of evidence, 
and tb-n the facts as applying in this case. 
He held th at the defensn had, in the m atter 
of accounting for the filling of the rivers, in­ 
troduced a new fact (thuugh it was not a new 
issue), to w it: th at the 
muddying of the 
streams was caused by natural wash, not by 
hydraulic mining. 
T hat fact the prosecution 
proposed to rebut. 
He did not thick it of 
greet importance in view of the proofs already 
made. 
I t might open a broad door and allow 
other new facts to be set up and prolong the 
trial. 
Mr. H art thought the examination would 
be brief—not so long as the dLcustiou i ; t 
had. 
The Court—" 1 fear not.” 
Tho Court, 
would sustain the objection to a certain ex­ 
tent. 
M r. H a rt—This cpvewi!! finally hinge upon 
a f ict, whether the filling has Ireen by natural 
wash or by hydraulic mining, and we wish to 
show th at it is not due to the former, as set 
up by defense. 
The Court reserved a ruling on the qnes 
tion. 
M ajor Biggs (to Mr. H art)—Know the 
Spring Valley mine and ditch (foimerlv the 
Cherokee). 
The ditch empties into B utte 
cree* in nigh water, and from there into the 
Sacram ent! river. 
Know B utte slough. 
Know of dams and reservoirs built by the 
Cherokee Company to catch the taiiirgs.

Plaintiff should have offered them, if at all, 
iu the making of ita case, and theref -re re­ 
fused to receive the photographs. 
Mr. H art 
thought it a vital m atter, and that he had 
not gone into it in the first place, and th at 
the fact concerning the pillars in thb pits 
came out in cross-examination of defeu.iaut’s 
witnesses. 
He claimed that the pictures 
demonstrate the testimony of defendants unt 
to be tru% relative to the character of the 
material wa»hed out of tne Gold Run 111 ¡.o', 
and the character of that left in the “ pi:- 
lars ” standing in the m ire. 
Tbe Court said that a» to the upper wash­ 
ing» he would reserve his ruling, but for tm 
present would exclude the photographs. 
A t this point a sharp and lengthy debuto 
occurred on the dsdre of prosecution to 
witness to compare the natural with the 
artificial wash along the Y uba riv r, defeu l- 
a at objecting that it was not rebuttal. Very 
much of the day. indeed, was consumed iu 
debates as to what is and what is not rebut- 
ta’, and an examination of ti - evidence in 
chief iu order to determine will.' is prcir»-rly 
rebutting testimony. 
It was contended oy 
the defendant that on the subject of natural 
wash the plaintiff bad gone into tbe m atter iu 
chief. 
And having so entered upon it, was 
bound to follow it out to exhaustion, and fiii- 
iug to do so could not on rebut'.»l take it up. 
Tñe plaintiff on the cort'-ary held th at be­ 
cause a witness for plaintiff ia elaborating an 
answer s'ates certain inotters in certain sub­ 
jects which the plaintiff does not thereafter 
take up and follow out, that it Is merely an 
incident aud does not bind plaintiff t-> go into 
the subject or remain silent. 
That, in other 
word.», the plaintiff havÍDg shown th at tho 
dobris came from the mines down tbe rivers 
to the lower parts of the rivers, to their fillin; 
up, etc., and the defendant having d- ieii 
that, and set up proof in denial and added 
proof to show th at the material carne into 
the rivers by natural erosion, the plaintiff 
may on rebuttal show the m atter did uot 
come into the rivers by natura! erosion, but 
from other sources and by reason of other 
causes, to wit. by the acts of defendant. 
Tbe Court said it would be hardly just to 
say plaintiff had attem pted indirectly to prove 
that the deposits were or were not the result 
of natural waBh, and as much importance 
seemed to be attached to the m atter, he would 
allow the testimony, but it must not go to the 
extent of irquiring into the mining dis­ 
charges, etc. 
W itness thereupon, considering all wish 
but that of recent mining, said his ops- rv .- 
tions in his travel over tbe water-shed of the 
Yuba, Bear and American extensively ia three 
vaars, were to ascertain where the m aterial 
coming into the valley came from. The Y uba 
roads and grades had been grns over by him 
uoutb, and he bad seen very little evidences of 
w ish from them. The same rem ark applien 
to the Bear and the American river?. 
The 
natural soil on the American i- a red soil 
mostly tenacious iu character.

A lta the surface is reeky, and where not, it

hsd seen only two or three slides—though 
there n ight be more—which he attributed to 
natural causes.

Generally the 
water-shed of those rivers is not liable to ero- 
ti n to any great extent, he should say. 
Wiien the lanu is denuded of the soil, y u 
can fiad no vegetation now. Save where the 
rock crocs out the water-shed ¡3 vrry gener­ 
ally well clad with vegetation, a u i dopes 2D 
to 45 degrees wd! almost alwsy • be found to be 
coveted with vegetation.

Aachenauer and J. S. Wheeler committed

remained 
in 
the house subsequent to her husband’s de­ 
parture, she retained possession of the place 
and furniture, but Frank Aachenauer took 
the horses, harness and wagon under bis hill 
of sole, 
tehe replevied them, and »he suit 10 
determine the title has just been tried in the 
Superior Court. U pon the trial of tne case 
Frank Aschenauer testified that he gave his 
brother $-500 in-cash and a note for $500 for 
the real estate and personal property. He 
presented a bill of sale from George Asehen 
auer for the horses, harness and wagon, and 
uLo a bili of sale for the Batne from Mrs. 
Asehcnauer to her husband dated prior. 
Lrnder these he claimed iroaclad title against 
Mrs. Aschenauer. The latter, however, ex­ 
plained the hill of sale from herself to her hus 
oand, and claimed it was invalid. She said that 
some time bef. re the occurrence on the River­ 
side road, George came to her and sui 1 that he 
c mid make an advantageous « .la of the 
horse?, etc , if she would make out a bill of 
b tie of them to him ; that -he did so, huthe did 
not finally succeed iu making the sale, and so 
loft the bill of -ale in a bureau orawer, from 
which he took it, but that she never received 
any consideration for the property, and the 
bili of sale was not delivered by her to him.

A gricultural P ark.—For some time past 
the State Board of Agriculture has had iu 
contemplation the improvement of the race­ 
course at Agricultural Park. The first turn 
in the track, that opposite the grand stand, 
has always been considered too sharp, and 
horses going at great speed made the ' first 
turn with difficulty. The Board of Directors 
have decided to remedy this if pos-dble. The 
County Surveyor, James C. Piersoa, is now 
engaged in making a preliminary survey of 
the tratk. 
If from his suivey it appears that 
a regulation track can be made, it will be 
constructed. 
A regulation track is one that 
has q larter-a.ile stretches and quarter-mile 
turns.

Fittesn feet in width 
of the pre-ent trac., in front of the rraud 
stand will he fenced off very neatly, and u»ed 
as a quarter stretch, which can be occupied 
by such horse fanci.rs as desire to remain on 
the track curicg bests.

THE IRISH QUESTION. 


The Reception of Hon. T. P. O’Connor Last 
Evening—Banquet 


Hon. T. P. O’Connor, M. P., who arrived 
in this city yesterday, was received by com­ 
mittees appointed for the parpóse. Regret 
was expressed and felt that his colleague, Mr. 
Healy, M. P., the other Irish envoy, did not 
accompany him, he having been called to the 
southern country. A masB meeting of citi 
zat s had been arranged for at the theater in 
the evening, to be held nnder the auspices of 
Dillon Branch of the Irish National Land 
League of this city. A t an early hoar the 
theater was filled from pit to dome with peo­ 
ple. 
Many were unable to gain seats, and 
large numbers stood. The stage was hand 
somely decorated with evergreens, flowers, 
plants, and the flags of the United States and 
of Ireland. 
On one side of the stage was a 
cartoon representing Liberty bleeding, on the 
opposite side one of Freedom imploring. Im 
mediately over the platform was a banner 
hearing these words : ‘‘Spread the Light— 
Welcome O’Connor and Healy.” The Artil­ 
lery Band played while the people assembled. 
J. P. Dalton called to order and announced 
as the officers of the evening: President, 
his HonorMayor JohnQ Brown. Vice-Presi­ 
dents—John Ryan, James McClatchy, Will­ 
iam H. Mills, General John F. Sheehan, Ed­ 
ward Christy, G. W. Chesley, Rev. Father 
Grace, Rev. Dr. Jacob Bloch. J. W. Wilson, 
M. Rigney, Samuel Blair, Colonel T. W. 
Sheehan, Rev. Father Pettit, Major P. J. 
Harney, James McGuire, Rev. Father Walsb, 
P. R. Martin, N. H. Nicholl, Captain Thus. 
Dwyer, Johr. Diviney, Rev. Father Leahy, 
R. M. darken, 
John Donahue, W. J. 
O’Brien, J. D. Jost, D. J. Considine, B. 
Lucey, M. Keuhne), George I. Lyttle, Thoe. 
Gormley, M. McKenna. Secretaries—Daniel 
FlynD, Thomas P. Crowley, Thomas Grady. 
The officers of the meeting then came upon 
the stage, escorting AD. O'Connor, and were 
greeted with applause. 
Tbe President of the meeting, Mayor 
Brown, when introduced, said he felt highly 
honored to be called upon at this time to pre­ 
side over snch an assemblage, and to be ac­ 
corded the pleasant duty of introducing such 
a distinguished gentleman as the Hon. T. P. 
O’Connor, member of the British Parlia­ 
ment. 
Mr. O’Conner said the object of his ap 
pearance was to explain something of the ob­ 
ject of the Irish Land league, which pro­ 
posed to tranef rm 600,000 tenants on Irish 
soil into 600,000 owners of tte soil. [Ap­ 
plause.] There had been many terms of 
vituperation 
and 
disapprobation 
uttered 
against the League, and such as he, who ad­ 
vocate its cause ; so much had he seen con­ 
cerning bitnself, indeed, that he really had to 
go through an examination of his conscience 
to see who he really was. [Laughter and ap­ 
plause ] He humorously described a gross 
cartoon of hi m e If which had been printed, 
t he object of his visit had been denounced in 
the harshest terms. The object of the Land 
League had been denounced as infidelity, 
communism, coufi-cation, etc, 
It is said in 
America you have 19 000,000 farms, and 
ab; ut every one owns his own farm. [ Ap­ 
plause.] So in France they own the soil they 
till. So, too, largely in Germany, in the 
Channel isles, and in a great number of other 
places. Iu matter of fact it is the rule and not 
the exception that the land should be culti­ 
vated by the owners and they should be the 
tillers. The curse of landlordism turns the 
garden into the desert. In Ireland we want 
the Go vernment to say to the landlord, “ Get 
out. but we wiil pay you to get out, and set 
it. a system by which the tenants shall pay 
for what they get, and at the end of 25 
years know no 
lord but themselves on 
this earth.” ¡Apttlause.] That’s what will 
be done [applause]; and thedocrines Michael 
U .vitt preached snail become the law of the 
land. [Applause.] We are going to succeed ! 
Why 7 Because tue landlords themselves are 
coinn g to our way of thinking. 
He de­ 
scribed the embarrassing position of the 
landlords, iu that the Land Courts were re­ 
ducing rents from £2,000 to £3,000 a year, so 
L r as all who v.'cnt to them were concerned, 
while those who didn’t go (and they are the 
mass), wi re reducing the rent from £3,LOO a 
year to £9 a year. [Laughter.] 
rfe, the 
landlord?, being men of sense, saw they were 
being greund out, and between tha two 
lailLtou 
they adopted resolutions (read- 
in .): "‘That the interest of land rd and ten­ 
ant alike require the purchase by the State, 
at a fair price, of the properties of those land­ 
lords who are unwilling to occupy the position 
to which they have been relegated by the Act.” 
So, before many month?, we think, we will 
lay the foundation stone cf peasant proprie­ 
torship, and, when that is laid, we shall en­ 
ter upon the era of prosperity. [Applan.e.] 
Young, a celebrated economist, visited both 
Ireland and France and saw the condition of 
the people in both places, and he declared 
that the peasants of France were as bad off as 
the peasants of Ireland. That was one hun­ 
dred years ago. Now mark. 
InlS70FraDce 
went through a terrible calamity; one-third 
of her army deb ated ; one-third of her terri­ 
tory c coupied ; her capital seized, and a vast 
debt thrown upon her. Only eleven years 
have passed and France has thrown off the 
war tine as a lion does the dew dropB from his 
ma w, and her wound?, now healed, show 
scarce a scar. [Applause.] 
W hy? 
The 
wh' le basis of 
her 
prosperity is, that 
5,009.000 of 
her 
people own the soil 
of France. 
[Long continued 
applause.] 
The Frerch are the most prosperous pea­ 
santry in existence to-day. In France land­ 
lordism has b;en abolished, but in IreLnd 
the peasantry to-day stand in tbe same im­ 
poverished pauperism that they did m e hun­ 
dred years ago. Those who condemn the 
nu-rent manifesto are those who have not 
re .d th ’t manifesto. 
Coercion iu Irelaud 
means the su-pension of the Constitution. 
Every man and woman in Ireland can be im- 
rlsoaed until next September, and they can­ 
not get a trial. They have no right to 
ask to be tried by 
a 
jury of 
their 
peer?. 
Life 
and 
property 
is 
at the 
complete mercy of English spies. These 
-pies ore 
swaggering 
ruffians, and use 
a tyrannies', arbitrary power. One of the 
p- ioamental principles of freedom is that of 
holding public meeting». The press is throt­ 
tled ; all the editors and attaches of a paper 
have bean thrown into prison. 
The English 
autherilies went into tbe United Ireland office 
and arrested all the editors over and over 
again, and cashiers and paper-folders, and 
tnrew them into prison, and repeated it over 
and over. 
Ti e ladies then took the matter in 
hand, and for a time they published it, out 
the officers came, and even the ladies had to 
succumb. So United Inland ceased to ap­ 
pear. 
That’s the kind of free press we have. 
1’tie right of personal security, of free meet­ 
ings, and of a free press—the three fundamental 
rignts of a people—are in Ireland tramped 
under foot. In Ireland we have now 37 009 
soldiers, and 13,000 police. Weli, here you 
have 55,000 OOO people ; in Ireland we have.

[Laughter and 
applause.] So, if we haven’t as good school- 
b uses as you, oh ! we have large comfort- 
ahL, accommodating jails and lots of ’rm. 
[ Applause.] Soyou see how behind the times 
you are, with your large and many school- 
huuses, and your small and few jails. 
[Cheers and laughter.] Why have you these 
halls of education ? Why? Because yuu were 
foolish enough to get rid of English rule. 
[Applause ] Why, we are fighting against the 
same enemy, the same pretensions, and for the 
same rights you old 100 years and more ago ; 
against tbe same doctrine that imprisons Far- 
nell to-day and which 100 years ago would 
have banged George Washington. [Applause ] 
The object of England is to Christianize 
the win Id. The consequence is that she sells 
rum to one cation, opinm to another, and 
shoots dowu a third. She gives each a Bible, 
after they have been murdered. [Laughter. ] 
She sends 50,000 missionaries to Ireland, 
armed with musket?, and filled with rum, 
[Applause and laughter.] Any remonstrance 
on the part of the Irish people, is wrong. I 
think nothing of an Irishman that would beg 
or remonstrate with an English officer. I 
sav, let n« ask no quarter. W ar! and no 
quarter! [Great applause.] Coercion was 
passed for the benefit of the landlord. It 
was passed so that they could collect their 
rent. 
The rent was obtained through this 
Coerc’0 1 Act. Pay no rent until tbe Govern­ 
ment relinquishes terri r sm and restores the 
rights of the people. No constitution, no 
rent. The American people said no repre- 
tation. 
no 
taxation. 
The 
Irish 
peo­ 
ple sxy to-day, no constitution, no rent. 
The newspapers of America, England ?ni 
Ireland state that 500,000 out of the 6t 0,000 
tenants of Ireland to-day are refusing to pay 
rent until the constitution is restored. The 
Irish people are to-day standing trne to Par­ 
nell. Rents in some parts of Ireland have 
been raised to such an extent that the entire 
products of the land would not pay the rent. 
He humorously described the new independ­ 
ence with which the Irishman now walks the 
soil of Irelsnd, and convulsed his audience 
with laughter by the wit of the sketch. 
The resources of civilization are fighting oa 


I the side of Ireland. [Applause.] The time 
is past when Iieland[slood aside alone, in the 
dark, and deserted, but now we have turned 
the electric light on Ireland and all the world 
looks 
on. 
[Applause ] 
Aye, 
we have 
turned the light on England, too, and the 
world looks on and judges truly. [Applause ] 
W hat England does in Ireland, he said, the 
world now knows, and the British nation can 
no longer hide behind a mask—the assassin 
of constitutional liberty. [Applause ] Eng­ 
land may appear to have her hand on the 
throat ot Ireland, bat that, he said, is but 
one siie of the question, or of the view. 
Go 
to the 
Englishmen 
themselves, and Bee 
whether they feel it honest aDd dignified in 
that position. 
Why, the St. James Gazette 
declares England dare not go to war nnder 
any circumstances while Ireland is in its pres­ 
ent state. Russia, Italy, France may Bay 
and do what they please, and England will 
stand silent. Aye ! England may have her 
hand at the throat of Ireland, but, my 
frienda, Ireland has her hand at the throat of 
England, too. [Great applause.] 
You can shoot a man down, but yon cannot 
make him pay rent. A magistrate in Ireland 
is not a man elected by the people or ten­ 
antry, but belongs to landlordism. When I 
left Ireland on the 5th of October I saw the 
charred remains cf cottages that had been 
burned by landlords to keep the tenants from 
having a comfortable shelter. 
That is only 
an instance of what is taking place all over 
Ireland to-day. 
But the people are united, 
and they are going to stand by each other. 
The landlords are blind to tear?, blind to 
sighs, blind to any species of humanity. 
The speaker described some heartrending 
scenes of wrongs done by landlords in Ireland 
in 1846. Landlordism, that has killed many 
an infant in Ireland, is itself to-day a miser­ 
able corpse. [Great applause ] The wrongs 
of Ireland are bitter, aud no Irishman in 
America to-day ever wishes to return to his 
native land. And why 1 The wrongs that 
he Buffered there are too vivid in his recollec­ 
tion. The landlor Is are in a bad way, and if 
our people will hola out a littie longer they 
will give iu. They were a spendthrift people 
and laid nothing by for a raioy day, and 
tbe rainy day is now upon them. They are 
heavily mortgaged, are hopelessly involved. 
The question now is whether Ire’a 'd shall in 
the future be rnled by Irishmen in Iieland, 
or by the English people in an English Par­ 
liament. The day of English rule ia Ireland 
is about past, and the sooner the releases her 
hold on Ireland the better it will be for both 
people. Let us rejoice iu the hope that after 
all the dark scenes of the past that we no»’ 
begin to see the dawn of a better day. 
R. M. Clarken iu a few brief remarks al­ 
luded to the speaker of the evening, and ap­ 
pealed to the assembly for aid in behalf of the 
Land League. 
A great many contributed. 
The contributions amounted to $300.

Indications of Rain—Orange Trees and the 
Cold Weather — Expose the 
Worms—Etc. 


Though the northern half of the State is 
not suffering yet f it rain, an uneasy feeling 
upon the subject is becoming quite prevalent 
among the farmers and stock «raiser s. We 
think there is no reason yet to entertain fears 
that we will lack an average quantity of rain 
this winter. Up to the time of the com­ 
mencement of the late severe cold weather 
and north winds, we admit it looked quite 
doubtful if there would be much rain this sea­ 
son, but now that wa have had one protracted 
and severe wind-storm from the north, ac­ 
companied with c >ld weather, and are appar­ 
ently entering upon another similar storm, 
wa think farmers and all others may 
rest satisfied that rain will come soon, and 
in 
abundance. 
The old saying that 
the north wind is PaiJ back> wlth 
interest, seldom proves 
untrue. 
The 
snow belt b now well established on the east­ 
ern mountains, and as the moist ocean winds 
come up the valley they will, upon striking 
the chilled air, most assuredly he compelled 
to give up a portion of their moisture, and it 
will come down in rain. Had the weather 
been comparatively still during the cold spell 
then we should not feel so confident that rain 
would follow, but the atmosphere is in a state 
of disturbance almost the entire length of the 
coast, and when such is the case rain is most 
sure to follow. The Beason is not so far ad­ 
vanced yet as to cauBe apprehension that the 
rains will cot be abundant and that they will 
not come in time for crops now in the ground. 
The rains have been late now for a number 
of seasons in succession, and we may look for 
them to be late this season. 
In 1878 we 
had but a little rain before the 1st of hebru- 
ary, and yet on the 20th of that month we 
had the highest water ever known in the 
Sacramento valley, and rainy weather con- 
tinned almost constant till late in April. 
North cf San Francisco there is no lack of 
moisture in the soil, and the grain is doing 
well, considering the long-continued cold 
weather. 1 he effect of the north wind has 
not be; n so great in drying up the soil ss it 
would have been with a higher temperature, 
and it has brought with it almost a certainty 
that rain will follow a change of 
wind for any considerable length of time. 
We think the rains when they do come wilt 
extend all down the coast as the cold wave 
has extended the entire length of the State. 
At anv rate we would not speculate on the 
hope or prospect of dry weather till the end 
of the present month. Should no rain fall up 
to that time, then will be time enough to 
look for a dry season. The river bottom 
lands will produce good crops with very little 
more rain, and upon examination^of the lands 
back in the wheat hills they will be found 
much more moist than they are generally 
supposed to be. Let the seeding go on with 
confidence that the harvest wi'l be good. 
The high prices for «11 feed materials at pres­ 
ent ruling we look upon as unwarranted by 
the actual situation. 
Orange Trees and the Cold W eather. 
Upon examination it will be found that the 
cold weather has not yet done any material 
damage to the orange trees in the central aud 
northern parts of the State so far this season. 
Tids fact reminds us of the statement made 
public not long since by Mr. Gerrisb, of this 
city, that the heretofore generally accepted 
theory that irrigation cf the orange late in 
trie summer or early iu the fall causes the tree 
to continue to throw out new and tender 
wood, and thus expose it to danger from 
frcBt, is erroneous. Mr. Gerrish maintains 
that the more vigorous the growth cf an ever­ 
green tree at the time of frost, the lees danger 
of injury from ircst, and that an orange that 
is Eutfering from want of irrigation, and is 
therefore in a weak or sickly condition, is the 
first one to feel the injury from a low tem­ 
perature. Or to state his proposition in an­ 
other form: if frost comes early in the 
season, and before the rains have dampened 
the soil, then the evergreen tree, being suffer­ 
ing from want of water to keep up a vigorous 
circulation of the sap, is much more likely to 
receive injury than if the same low tempera­ 
ture occurs later ia the season, when the 
ground has been saturated with rains. _ Mr. 
B. B. Redding, a few years since, published 
a statement of his experience in the cul­ 
tivation of the orange and lemon in the 
vicinity of Sacramento, and among other 
things that statement was to the effect that 
he had irrigated his trees too late in the 
season, and that as a consequence they had 
been quite severely injurea by a frost that 
occurred while the trees were growing rapid­ 
ly, induced by .-uch irrigation. A« a con­ 
clusion from such experience, Mr. Redding 
concluded and recommended that, orange 
and lemon trees should cot be irrigated 
later in any season than August. 
He 
maintained that the trees should have time 
to harden up all the wood of the 
current year before they were likely to be ex­ 
posed to freezing weather. Mr. Gerrifh has 
been experimenting on this same point for a 
number of years, and has come to the op- 
p. site conclusion—that is to say, that orange 
and lemon trees should be irrigated in the lat­ 
ter part of summer and fall to keep them in 
a vigorous growing condition, aud that inthis 
condition they will resist injury from frost 
better than when their growth is checked 
from want of water. As to deciduous tries, 
the theory of Mr. Redding is undoubtedly 
the true one, atd is confirmed by the general 
opinion of horticulturists. At first thought it 
would seem that evergreen trees would 
be affected in the same manner as deciduous 
—that is. that the tender growing shoots 
would be frozen ard killed at a temperature 
that would not injure the older and well ma­ 
tured parts of the tree. But we must admit 
that the facts seem to be in favor of Mr. 
Gerriah’s observations. We believe that it is 
a fact that when orange trees have been most 
injured in this vicinity that frost has come 
npuu them before any considerable rain 
has fallen, and that in the seasons when the 
coldest weather has not occurred till af'.er co­ 
pious fall rains, no injury has been done by 
the frost. A determination of this question 
ia of importance, ar.d we would like state­ 
ments of experiences by thota who have had 
experii nca in the premises. 
Expose the Worms. 
This cold dry weatht r is a good time to 
plow among orchard trees and to spade up 
the soil close about the stems or bodies of the 
trees, and thus expose all larvae of the cod­ 
ling moth that may be hid or concealed under 
the snrface or in dry weeds and rubbish of the 
orchard. By plowing now two birds can be 
killed with one stone, as the saying is. The 
soil will get a needed cultivation, and the 
worms will be killed at the same time. Those 
that expect to make money in fruit culture 
must tare the necessary steps to secure suc­ 
cess, and the freeing the orchard of injurious 
inseGts Í3 one of those necessary steps. A 
vary little work now will save a very great 
deal of troubie hereafter. A very few worm*- 
killed now will save the necessity of killing 
a great many after the present worms have 
changed into moths and each moth has laid 
hundreds of eggs, and from each egg 
has hatched a worm. Then, again, the 
worms or their chrysalides can be found much 
better now than they can later in the season, 
when vegetation covers the surface of the soil 
and affords so many more and better hiding- 
places. Now is the time for local Commis­ 
sioners to do thrir duty, and see that all the 
orchards in their districts are cleaned of all 
insects that iu any way do iujuiy to trees or 
fruit. The law unexecuted will do no good, 
and these local officers are responsible for its 
execution. We hope all who have accepted 
their appointments will do their duty or re­ 
sign and let some other parties be appointed.

The best remedies are good 
ventilation in the stables, olean bedding, 
plenty of sunshine and wholesome food. We 
have not beard of the disease ontside of Ssn 
Francisco, and probably because it has a 
local cause for its origin and existence. 
Those owning and caring for horses, however, 
cannot be too careful to use every precaution 
to keep the disease from gettiog a start, the 
remedies wbich are found good in San r ran- 
cisco can be resorted to elsewhere as prevent­ 
ives, and thus the horses can be kept m 
good health. 
The New Eoute for W heat 
There has been ordered at New Orleans, 
in March and April next, storage for 180,000 
bushels of wheat, which ia to arrive iu that 
city over the new route by way of the South­ 
ern Pacific R.-ilroad. This is probably an 
experimental ehipment to tesc the route aud 
prepare the way for the new crop of 1882. 
No event fraught with so much importance 
to California producers of wheat has taken 
place since the first export of wheat from the 
State. If this route prove successful, as we 
think it must, the year 1882 will be the be­ 
ginning of a new era in California wheat 
culture. The next move should be to handle 
the wheat in bulk, and thus dispense with the 
bag tax on the growers. 
Fruit for Canning. 
At the Horticultural Convention held in 
Sacramento last moDtb, a committee of ex­ 
perienced iruit canners who where appointed 
to report on that subject, recommended the 
following varieties of fruit as the beat to 
produce for the canneries: Apple?, fall 
aud Newtown pippins ; apricots, royai; cher­ 
ries. large white arid meaty varieties; plums, 
yellow egg, green gage, Coe’s golden drop, 
Columbia, Washington, J» if arson and Ick- 
worth; peacheB, yellow Crawford, white 
Heath and yellow cling; pears, Bartlett. 
Those who are planting out orchards will do 
well to plant of these kinds. 
Vine Planting. 
There is great activity in planting vines 
in new and in increasing old vineyards in 
many sections of the State. Should this 
prove an exceptionally dry season, as rnauy 
now believe it will, a considerable loss will 
doubtless occur iu the vines planted. Greater 
care should be tne rule. Let the land be well 
prepared by complete pulverization, and then 
let the vines be planted deep in trenches. 


THE HOUSEHOLD, 
G ik g e r C ookies — Two caps New 
Orleans molasses, one cup lard, one half 
cup sugar, one heaping teaspoonful soda 
dissolved in three-quarters cup warm 
water, ODe teaspoonful giDger, one large 
teaspoonful cinnamon, one-haif teaspoon­ 
ful cloves. Mix with enough flour to keep 
them from sticking to the board, and bake 
a nice brown color. I consider them just 
as good as the bakers’ cookies. 
Bouquet Salad. — Four hard boiled 
eggs, finely chopped ; one head of lettuce, 
or one pint of water cresses ; a large hunch 
of endive, the French dressing, with the 
addition of one teaspoonful of sugar. Wash 
the lettuce or cresses and endive and throw 
into ice water. When crisp, take out, and 
shake out all the water. 
But a layer in 
the bowl, with here and there a rose or a 
nasturtium blossom, and sprinkle in half 
of the egg and half the dressing. Repeat 
this. Arrange the flowers in a wreath and 
put a few iu the center. Serve immedi­ 
ately. 
F rench Salad D ressing.—Three table­ 
spoonfuls of oil, one of vinegar, one salt- 
spocnful of salt, one-half a saltspoonful of 
pepper. 
Put the salt and pepper in a cup 
aud add one tablespoonful of the oil. 
When thoroughly mixed, add the remainder 
of the oil and vinegar. 
This is dressing 
enough for a salad fur six persons. If you 
like the flavor of onion, grate a little juice 
into the dresiiDg. The juice is obtained by 
first peeling the onion, and then grating 
with a coar-e grater, using a good deal of 
pressure. Two strokes will give about two 
drops of juice—enough for this rule. 
N ew E n g lan d B aked In d ia n P u d ­ 
d in g —One quart of milk, three-quarters 
cup of molasses, two teaspoons ginger, one- 
half teaspoon cinnamon, a hit ol salt. Stir 
these thoroughly together and let come to 
a boil. Have ready three dessertspoonfuls 
of Indian meal wet in a little cold milk ; 
put it into the hot milk and after stirring 
thoroughly let it boil five minutes. This 
should be made early in the morning and 
Eet away to cool. When needed for dinner 
take two eggs well beaten, two table- 
spoocfuls melted butter, half a teacup cold 
milk, stir this into the first mixture and 
let it bake two hours. 
P u re e V o la ille , a i.a R ein e.—Roast 
off two good-sized young fowls, clear all 
the meat from the bones, chop and pound 
it thoroughly with half a pound of boiled 
rice ; dilute it with three pints of chicken 
broth, made with the skins and carcasses 
of the two fowls used for the puree, and 
run it through a tammy, with the aid of 
two wooden spoons, into a large dish. 
Take the puree up into a soup pot, and put 
it awny iu the larder till dinner-time; then 
warm it, with the ueual precaution to pre­ 
vent its curdling ; mix with it a pint of 
boiling cream, and, having ascertained that 
theseasoDing be correct, send to table.—[Se­ 
bastian Michel, Societe Culinaire. 
Soufflee P udding (H ot.)—Put into a 
saucepan five ounces of powdered sugar, 
five tunees of butter, ten y olks of eggs, 
one tablespoonful of cornstarch, and the 
juice of two lemons ; put on the fire and 
stir until it has thickened, then pass 
through a fine sieve or strainer ; stir iu an 
earthenware dish until cold, then add care­ 
fully ten whites of eggs beaten firm ; put 
this mixture into a weil-grcased and floured 
mold, which must be set in a slow oven in 
a water bath ; bake for about an hour and 
a half ; take oat of the mold and serve im­ 
mediately with a sauce made of currant 
jelly, thinned with water and flavored 
with a- little kirschwas3er. — [Adolphe 
Wurth, Scciete Culinaire.

SPORTING NOTES. 


E ducation in I ndia.—Colonel Macdon­ 
ald, late Director of Public Instruction at 
Madras, India, in a recent lecture in Lon­ 
don, pointed out that in many parts of 
India education was regarded as unbecom­ 
ing tho modesty of the female sax ; inas­ 
much as it facilitated intrigue, it wa3 fit 
only for the profligate female who engaged 
in public dancing and singing. In some 
districts no man will marry a girl who ia 
able to read. At the existing schools the 
great majority of the pupils never go be­ 
yond the elementary stage of education, 
because Hindu girls leave school when 
they are about eleven. Parents, instead 
of paying fees, expect to be bribed with 
pres;rtts of money and clothes for their 
children, and require a staff of servants 
to be kept up to conduct them to and from 
school. Because of the difference between 
the education of tho English and Indian 
women, although England has been inti­ 
mately connected with India for 150 years, 
there is to-day but little social intercourse 


Those who have imported broken dogs 
and attempted to shoot over them without 
rebreaking, must have been impressed 
with the lack of field,knowledge they have 
displayed ; that is, field knowledge as we 
understand it, and in its adaptation to 
to sporting in this country. It has been 
my fortune to shoot over a number of for­ 
eign broken dogs, and I must say I have 
never seen one that was what we call 
broken. Nor am I alone in this experience, 
as one of our largest importers wrote me 
some time since to the same effect. The 
dogs we both referred to have come from 
the most noted kennels, were broken by 
breakers of the highest reputation, and 
some of them have won at English field 
trials, thus proving their quality in 
comparison with other dogs tiiere. We 
cannot suppose English breakers ignorant of 
their business, or that English sportsmen 
would shoot over dogs that did not fully 
meet their requirements, so we must look 
elsewhere for an explanation of the exhibi­ 
tion I have spoken of, and I think we 
shall find this in the different work re­ 
quired in the two countries, and the 
different manner in which the dogs are 
kept and handled. I think Euglish sports­ 
men demand less from their dogs than we 
do from ours. I think, too, there is lessr 
general attention paid to them, less com­ 
panionship allowed by breakers, and as we 
know that dogs and all other domestic ani­ 
mals improve by association with man, 
it is natural that those which are not 
admitted to Buch will lack in instinctive 
ability for set vice and in the develop­ 
ment of their highest faculties, when 
compared with dogs that, as in this coun­ 
try, are made more*or lees the daily com­ 
panions of their masters.—[Arnold Burges. 
A correspondent of the American Field 
writes from Quincy, 111.: “A friend of mine 
recently related to me some facts that came 
under his personal observation, which dis­ 
closed a novel and strange method of fishes 
obtaining their food—at least it was strange 
and novel to me.

From these 
races Hanlan must hasten home, as 


" I am the correspondent of the Minerva 
Item," said a pallid and lank yonng man 
the other day as he threw down a round- 
cornered, gilt-edged visiting card on the 
desk of a well known and popular passen­ 
ger agent in a railroad office in this city. 
“ Ah ! Glad to see you.” 
“ Yon extend oonrtesieeto the press ?” 
“ Always. 1 
“ Can yon give me a pass to Chicago?” 
“ Ah ! That’s another m a tte r; th a t’B 
business.” 
It took the young man some time to un­ 
derstand that his relations as correspondent 
to the engine ef civilization did not entitle 
him to ride free after the engine of dyna­ 
mic progress. 
“ We are not troubled so much as we 
once were,” the passenger agent said sub­ 
sequently. “ People who want passes live 
mostly in the West. Our western agents 
have their hands full answering such appli­ 
cations from newspaper men, who have no 
real claim upon us ; clergymen, who ask 
for passes on the ground that they repre­ 
sent a poor and worthy sect, and people 
who simply haven’t the means to travel 
and want to go borne very much. Onr 
theory is that there is no such thing as a 
complimentary pass. If we grant a pass 
we do it upon the consideration of some 
favor or service done in the past or expected 
in the future.” 
“ Is there a privileged class ?” 
“ No, not now. We used to grant half­ 
fare tickets to clergymen, but when it was 
found that some of them abused the favor 
they were cut off. There really does not 
appear to be any reason why we should 
give them passes, because they cannot re­ 
ciprocate, of course. 
The travel which 
they direct is by another route, in fact, 
and is all through travel to a point to 
which we can't sell tickets. It was dis­ 
covered some time ago that some persons 
who secured passes on account of the cloth 
used them in their secular capacity as 
traveling agents for sewing-machines, his­ 
tories of Jerusalem, aud suchlike merchan- 
disc. Then, too, they loaned their certifi­ 
cates to their friemls, aud it waB not infre­ 
quently the case that a conductor would 
come upon a parson’s half-fare ticket in the 
hands of a most worldly and unregenerate 
person.” 
“ Don’t you find out the unworthy 
ones ?” 
“ Yes, and we have a black ÜBtof them. 
Eli Perkins heads it. This list ia kept by 
all of the Western agents, and the causes 
which lead to the placing of names upon it 
are various.” 
In one instance, the passenger agent 
said, a pass for a certain period had been 
issued. When it was returned to be re­ 
newed it was discovered, upon holding it 
to the light, that “ and one” had been 
written in after the name in which the 
pass was out, and in. the same way the 
date of the pass had been extended. Both 
of these alterations had been deftly 
stratched out before the pass was presented 
to be renewed. 
Recently a young man threw down what 
he called his credentials before a certain 
passenger agent, aud asked for a free pass 
to a Western city and return to New York. 
While talking with the young man the 
agent quietly wrote a dispatch of inquiry 
regardiug the applicant, sent it, and re­ 
ceived a reply betore the yonng man had 
finished pressing his claims. Then the 
agent, on the telegraphic information, de­ 
clined the piES, aud the young man was 
furious at what he considered as a with­ 
holding of his rights. 
Sometimes the demands for pa«8eB from 
persons who have some color of a claim to 
them are egregiously excessive. The editor 
of a weekly paper in New York sent last 
week for passes for himself and ten friends, 
who desired to visit Niagara Falls. Fre­ 
quently advertising agents and canvassers 
of one sort and another ask for free tickets 
on general principles, and often they ask 
for points absurdly beyond the line of the 
road to which they apply. Well-known 
anti-monopolists are conspicuous among 
those who frequently ask these favors of 
the railroad. 
The misuse of railroad passes is raid to 
be very common. Legislative parses are 
frequently met with in unauthorized hands. 
Another abuse lies in procuring passes and 
selling them to scalpers. In a recent in­ 
stance a young ntan got a pass to go West 
and return, and a letter from the agent here 
to the agent of the railroad at the western 
terminus, asking for passes to a point be­ 
yond. The return pass procured here he 
sold to a scalper, and with the letter he 
got a half rate ticket over one road and a 
pass over another. He sold the pass to a 
Ecalper. Whenever such a case is detected 
the name of the offender is added to the 
black list. 
Theatrical advance agents travel on 
passes usually, in consideration of the pa­ 
tronage which they control. In these days 
of theatrical combinations the railroad 
rates are an important consideration to 
managers, while, on the other hand, the 
custom of these companies is sought for by 
the railroads, and in many places the ri­ 
valry between the roads has resulted in 
advantageous rates of fare. Therefore, to 
win the favor of the advance agent, p.isses 
are usually given to him. It Í3 a notice­ 
able fact that next to the bogus or irre­ 
sponsible newspaper men who appear on 
the black list of the Western Association 
of Railroad Managers come the names of 
advance agents who have sold their passes 
to scalpers.—[New York Sun. 


I went to a London theater in the same 
spirit that I go to a New York theater. I 
fancied that my experience here wonld en­ 
able me to secure a good seat and see a 
good play without trouble. A small poster 
in the rotunda of the Continental Hotel an­ 
nounced the play of " The Colonel ” at the 
Prince of Wales Royal Theater. It was to 
be preceded by a farce in which the daugh­ 
ter of the late E. A. Sothern was to ap­ 
pear. It was a misty, rainy night. 
I 
drifted into the vestibule aloDg with the 
current. It was very small, and contained 
but one box office. I asked for an orches­ 
tra seat as near the stage as possible. 
“ Two and sixpence, sir,” was the response. 
On passing in the coin I received a dingy 
pasteboard card, but no coupon. The 
agent, however, assured me that the ticket 
called for a desirable seat, and I was di­ 
rected to the first entrance on the left. On 
surrendering my ticket I was turned over 
to a female usher, who wore a white apron 
and a French cap. She assigned me a seat. 
It was on a bench without a back, about a 
foot wide, and covered with red leather. It 
was away back under the dress circle, at 
least a dozen rows from the railing inclos­ 
ing the orchestra chairs. It commanded 
no view of the theater, and only a fair view 
of the lower half of the stage. The curtain 
was np, and Sotbern’s daughter was al­ 
ready deep in the merits of the farce. All 
the orchestra chairs were empty. I pointed 
to them, and asked the yonng lady 
whether I could not secure one of them. 
She said she thought that they were all 
taken, and advised me to keep my seat, as 
it was the best that was to be had. I re­ 
plied that I should leave the theater if I 
could not buy an orchestra seat. “ Why, 
sir,” Baid she, “ they are half a guinea.” 
I expressed an entire willingness to pay it, 
and she hesitatingly suggested that gentle­ 
men who occupied that part of the house 
usually appeared in full dress. I asked 
whether ail others were excluded. 
She 
thought not. By this time I found myself 
the center of interest in the pit, for it 
seems that I was in the pit. Its occupants 
were straining their ears to hear the farce, 
and they were annoyed at my efforts to 
secure a better seat. A broad-shouldered 
man, with heavy black eyebrows, gave me 
a villainous scowl, aud a ruddy-faced Eng­ 
lish lad jocosely advised me to pay the girl 
and let her go. Acting on the hint, I 
apologetically tendered her a shilling, 
threw my overcoat over my arm, aud 
moved toward the door with a flushed face. 
The girl kept at my eide and induced an 
attendant to go to the box office with me 
and assist me in securing a seat in the par­ 
quet. Receiving a check representing the 
sum of two and sixpence, 1 was ushered 
into the street and shown a second entrance 
to the theater, which had previously 
escaped my attention. The check was 
presented at the box office, and I asked for 
an orchestra ehair. The agent replied 
that he had nothing but box stalls. 
Under the vague impression that a box 
stall was a private box, I asked the price. 
“ Half a guinea,” was the answer, and it 
flashed through my head that a box stall 
waB an orchestra seat under another name. 
Sqnads of ladies and gentlemen in full 
evening dress poured down the carpeted 
stairways flanking the stage. The ladies 
wore low bodices and no bonnets. They 
were not overdressed. There were no stun­ 
ning displays of jewelry and no elaborate 
coiffures. The hair w as neatly coiled on the 
back of the head and held in place with 
the simplest pins andeombs. Some young 
ladies wore plain velvet ribbons around 
their necks. The gentlemen were glove- 
less. The ladies wore white kid gloves. 
Canes, overcoats and wraps were invariably 
left at the cloak-room. All acted as though 
they were in a drawing-room. The fiaest 
acting and the tersest of hits drew no ap­ 
plause from the box-s’alls, It seemed to 
be a mark of ill-breeding to either applaud 
or laugh heartily. The pit and gallery, 
however, were in ccstaeies. Ladies in both 
sections wore their hats or took them off, ss 
tueypleased. Betweentheactsrefreshments 
were served. Many of the ladies iu the 
orchestra seats ate ice cream, aud the pop­ 
ping of beer bottles was heard in tho pit. 
Gentlemen visited the refreshment saloon 
near the entrance, where three pretty bar­ 
maids sold coffee, liquors and cigarettes. 
Those who desired visited saloons outside, 
going and returning without checks. 
My experience in other London theaters 
was a repetition of my experience at tne 
Prince of Wales Royal Theater. All the 
plays were cast much stronger than in 
America. Spectacular dramas were pro­ 
duced with the most minute details. At 
the Drury Lane I eaw a battle scene in 
South Africa so perfect that I could hardly 
realize that it was a sham fight. The St. 
Janies is the swell theater at London. Its 
actors spoke the English language as it is 
spoken in America, and without the British 
drawl affected by some American actors.

A correspondent of a New York paper 
Bays : The spread of small-pox in this city 
is getting to be a serious m atter; and it 
becomes the duty of all to give the pnblic 
the benefit of what, in their knowledge, 
will tend to stop the spread of the disease. 
I therefore append a recipe which has been 
used with Buccess, to my knowledge, in 
hundreds of cases. .

“ Well, my friend, you can do me a favor 
and it won’t cost you anything. You see, 
I’ve got two rousing big trunks, and they 
always make me pay extra for one of them. 
Yon can get one checked on your ticket, 
and we’ll euchre them. See ?” “ Yes, I 
see; but I haven’t any ticket.” “ But I 
thought you said you were going on this 
train?” “ So lam . I'm the conductor.” 
“ Oh!” He paid extra, as usual. 
To keep the pits from your face, it is 
only necessary to use croton oil or Trask 
ointment—the latter being the milder of 
the two—which can be rubbed into the 
breast, and by this means all the eruptions 
of the skin will he attracted to that spot. 
The croton oil remedy is used in the Eug­ 
lish army in India with almost unfailing 
success. Included in this treatment is some 
light purgative medicine, such as Hamburg 
tea. But in cither treatment there can be no 
danger, provided the patient has fresh air 
to breathe and is kept comfortably warm. 
To avoid the danger of catching small-pox, 
it is only necessary to keep the internal 
system in good condition and the person 
clean by frequent baths. 
For a disinfectant in a room where a 
small-pox patient is lying, cut an onion in 
two parts ; put them in. separate corners of 
the room, where they will attract all the 
foul air and purify the room. When the 
patient becomes delirious, put half an 
onion in each hand ; it will draw the fever 
from the head. 
W hen little Minnie was two years old 
she asked for some water one night.

W a s h in g t o n , January 20th.—Scoville re­ 
sumed his argument this morning. 
Guiteau brought into Court with him a 
roll of manuscript, said to be an elaborate 
preface to his speech (which has already been 
published) 
His counsel eeem to think this 
morning that Judge Cox will allow him, un­ 
der certain conditions and restrictions, to ad­ 
dress the jury when Scoville has concluded. 


SCOVILLE PROCEEDS. 
Scoville called attention to the testimony 
of Dr. Hamilton, one of " the Government 
conspirators,” as be termed him. He read 
from his testimony, and said that from the 
very start 
Dr. Hamilton had perverted 
his testimony and studiously made use 
of the very strongest adjectives, show­ 
ing the intensity of his feeling, as though 
every effort, on his part was designed to 
secure beyond peradventure the conviction of 
the prisoner. 
In short, his feeiings led him 
to transcend the bounds of truth, and these 
expressions were used by him, as it appeals to 
me, for the express purpose of manufactur­ 
ing feeling in your minds against the pris 
ener. 


TI'.E DIAGE XM O r THE PRISONERS HEAD. 
Scoville produced a diagram showing a sec­ 
tion of the prisoner’s head. 
“ That’s not in the evidence,” said Cork 
hill 
. 
“ I t is,” replied Scoville, “ an exact fac 
simile of the diagram you put in ” (reaching 
across the table to the District Attorney); 
“ you can take it and see that it is so.” 
Corkhill (shaking his I ead contemptuously) 
—Impose it on the jury if you wish ; don’t 
put it on me. 
Scoville (earnestly)—I will take a rule and 
make measurements right here before the 
jury. 
_ 
Corkhill—Ob, don’t ; your speech is bad 
enough ; your testimony will be worse. 
Scovi'le (half apologetically)—Well, Colo­ 
nel Corkhill, I am doing the best I can, and 
I am honestly endeavoring to get the truth 
before this jury. 
Scoville continued, with frequent interrup­ 
tions on the part of the District Attorney. 
Taking up the diagram of Guiteau’s head, 
offered in evidence by Dr. Hamilton, Sco­ 
ville said : “ I propose to show you that Dr. 
Kemps ter Hed when he told you that this 
diagram was a correct representation of 
Guiteau’s head. 
He attempted to convince 
you that Guiteau had an unusually sym­ 
metrical head, and I propose to show you 
that his evidence, in this respect, was abso­ 
lutely false.” 
Scoville c nt'nued to discuss the subject of 
the head dugra us. 
Guiteau took advantage of a pause and 
called out: 
“ The District Attorney has run 
out of money. He can’t pay these fellows 
till be can get an extra appropriation from 
Congress. 
(Laughing. 1 
They had better 
have stayed in New York. They will get 
home with less money than they expected. 
Serves them right.” 


PERSONALITIES ABOUT THE DISTRICT ATTOE- 
S E T ’S WASH BILE. 
Scoville said that he must protest against 
Corkhih's uoi.tinuallv volunteering his own 
t-stimcny, as he did yesterday, when bn 
wanted to cast a slur upon the witness. 
“ I 
have seen the record this morniDg,” said Sco­ 
ville, “ and I have learned the reason for the 
D stric" Attorney’s anger against that wit­ 
ness. It seem* that Moss had to sue Cork- 
hill in the Magistrate’s Court for a S3 wash- 
bill, which the District Attorney owned 
Alosa’ wife, and the record says the District 
Attorney paid it, ai.d SI 20 costs.” 
Guiteau (exultantly)—If they should un­ 
dertake to sue C’ojrUtoil fo. all be owes it 
would take the time of ail the Courts to at­ 
tend to his business. 
Scoville—I very much dislike to biing out 
such things in the Court-room, hut when the 
District Attorney persists in his mean little 
personalities he compels me to retaliate. 
Shortly afterward Corkhill again inter­ 
rupted, when Davidge, who had come in, pro­ 
tested, with mock gravity. 
“ Oh, don’t 
Interrupt him, in Heaven’s name. 
Don’t in­ 
terrupt him ; he might stop altogether.” 
[General laughter, in which Scoville joined.] 
Guiteau here announced that the paper* 
had belied him again. 
He only spent the 
nights and mornings of three or four days 
¡>-*oirmg his speech, not three weeks. 
.Recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
W hen the Court reassembled, Scoville said : 
“ I might detain you, gentlemen, tor weeks 
longer with just such observations as I have 
loen making upon the evidence introdnceti 
'fry the prosecution, but I shell not dwell 
1 mger upon the facts. I will close with a 
few general observations.” 
Scovide then went on to say that laws are 
framed for the punishment of sane people, 
not of the insane. 
When a man has over 
stepped the boundary line of sanity, and has 
committed a crime, he should not be pun­ 
ished, as should a sine man. If you And 
re..-unable doubt, as tne law mercifully de­ 
clares, of his insanity, you should give him 
the benefit of it. Toe object of humau pun­ 
ishment is not for revenge. 
Scoville discussed at length the demoral- 
ix.’ng influence of the scaff id, and expr -.-sed 
the opinion that crimes would be diminished 
by the abolition of capital punishment. He 
then proceeded to anticipate the argument of 
Judge Porter and to point out to the jury the 
fallacy of the arguments which he predicted 
that Judge Porter would advance to support 
the theory of the prosecution and to secure 
the hanging of Guiteau. 


CLOSING APPEAL TO THE .IUBT. 
In conclusion he said : “ It has ofcen been 
said that our jury trials are f arces, and I have 
in my practice frequently heard it said that 
the jury system ought to be abolished because 
juries sometimes make a mistake because 
they arc influenced by the eloquence of advo­ 
cates ; because they are influenced not by jus­ 
tice, not by evidence, but by the las’, address. 
But, gentlemen, I thank God that there was 
a tirn- when m v Anglo-Saxon ancestors stood 
up against wrong and injustice, and wrested 
from a despot the right of trial by jury, and 
I have never yet seen a time when I would 
wish to see that right abolished.. I feel more 
secure and more safe in this mode of adminis­ 
tration of justice than in any other. So long 
as juries are honest, it does not require that 
- u should have read Kent or Blackstone. 
t requires that y<u should have honest 
hearts, clear heads, and, above all, that you 
should be fearless to find for the right, re­ 
gardless of what may come, regardless of 
■whether your fellow men approve or not. 
T his is what I shall expert of you, gentle­ 
men, and I believe you will do tbis. I leave 
it with you, gentlemen, thanking you for 
your kind attention.” 


THE QUESTION OF GCITEAU’S SPEAKING. 
Corkhill stated that on behalf of the prose­ 
cution he would withdraw ail* objection to 
Gaiteau’s addressing the jury ; that this tiisl 
had been long and expensive, and he did not 
desire to give an opportunity for objection 
upon which to form a demand for anew trial. 
lleei, with some vehemence, maintained 
that the District Attorney had no right to 
attempt t* influence the jury by such an.im­ 
putation 83 had just been uttered. 
Guiteau — I appreciate this unexpected 
courtesy of Corkhill, and I don’t wholly agree 
with Reed, your Hon. r. 
Judge Cox said he had decided to allow the 
prisoner to ¡-peak. 
, 
Davidge. who had just come in, inquired. 
“ la the prisoner to speak, your Honor ? If 
ao, I would like to irquire about how much 
time he will occupy ?” 
Guiteau—I shall deliver to the jury my 
speech which has been published in all the 
newspapers. 
Davidge—I have not seen i t 
Guiteau—Well, then, I would advise you 
to get it at once and read it. I shall want 
ab-iut two hours, your Honor. 
I speak 
rapidlv. 
As Guiteau wfs net prepared to speak to­ 
day the Court adjourned till to-mnrmw. 
DaviJte stated that Judge Poiter ú in 
quite feeble health, and probably will be uñ­ 
adle to soeak before Monday. It is prob­ 
able, therefore, that the Court will adj >u,rn 
at noon to-morrow until Monday. 


GCITEAU's TEMPER. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 20th.—As Guiteau 


i; 


waa being taken oat of the Court-room at re- 
c m to-dav, be stopped to speak to Scoville, 
when Bailiff Fall attempts i to move him 
along. Guiteau turned angrily to Fall and 
said, “ Behave yourself!” 
“ Corns, coma!” said Fall, emphatically.^ 
trying to push the prisoner. “ Let me alone!” 
shouted Guiteau. 
“ Mind your own busi­ 
ness.” 
. 
Fall having applied some pressure to Goi- 
tean, the latter, with his manacled hands, 
struck the officer in the breast, when he was 
at once Beized by officers and turned out of 
the Court-room.

Some parties are getting some good indi­ 
cations of blue gravel in a tunnel on the 
west side of Mill Creek, and a mile or so 
from Quincy, Plumas county. 
Oac mile below Downieville, on the Ynba 
river, is apparently a thrifty pine tree 
about three feet in hight, growing out of 
a solid rock. 
W hat is curious about it is 
the fact of its making no perceptibly change 
in size since it was first noticed twenty 
years ago. 
The Silver State is informed that H. C. 
Emmons, of Lovelocks has, in all proba­ 
bility, one of the most valuable copper mines 
in the State. 
The vein uas an average 
width of twenty feet of pay ore. 
A great 
deal of the ore is very rich. 
It is situated 
about thirty-five miles east of Lovelocks 
station, and is surrounded by large forests 
of timber, and there is an abundance of 
water. 
It is Mr. Emmons’ intention to 
erect reduction works in the early spring, 
and to systematically work the mine. 
Over in the Big Meadows, any day, a line 
illustration of chilly comfort may be seen 
ia the plan adopted by the Indians to catch 
tieh and keep warm at the same time. Fol­ 
low the river, and occasionally you come 
across a noble red man, muffled up iu all 
the old coats and blankets he possesses, 
sitting in his canoe, which Í9 loaded with 
firewood. 
Three or four feet of the center 
of the canoe is covered with sand to the 
depth of two or three inches, and on this 
he keeps a bright fire blazing, and with his 
back to the flame pursues his business of 
taking iu the speckled beauties. The smcke 
might prove troublesome to a white man, 
but the Digger is in no danger of having his 
complexion injured, and as he paddle3 
along from one good riffle to another, he 
looks as independent as a lord, and throws 
a glance of pity at the poor devii of a white 
man who takes his chances from the snowy 
bank, and has to knock under in the fishing 
race at the rate of about five to one.— 
[Plumas National. 
Last week a couple of men who reside 
near Fir Cap, in this county, started outon 
a hunting expedition, about ten miles dis­ 
tant. 
On arriving at the scene of opera­ 
tions, it being late, they concluded to camp 
for the night. 
Early next morning one of 
the party decided to go to some convenient 
spot and prepare wbat the hunters call a 
“ deer-lick.” 
He started out with a yeast 
powder can filled with salt, and an auger. 
W hile pushing bis way through the bushes, 
he suddenly came face to face with a huge 
bear. 
The bear reared up and prepared to 
fight. 
The hunter and the bear were so 
close to each other that neither could very 
well back out. The only weapons the hun­ 
ter had were the salt and auger. 
Believ­ 
ing th at the salt was the best weapon at 
hand, he dashed the can of salt directly 
in the bear’s eyes, and while bruin was 
scratching the Balt out of his peepers, the 
hunter pegged away on his head w ith the 
auger, until his bearship gave up the con­ 
test and fied. 
The hunter, not caring to 
follow up his advantage, returned to camp 
to relate his adventure.—[Sierra Tribune. 
The Yuba river is at an unusually low 
stage for this time of tho year. 
Yesterday 
the surface level was below the 5-foot mark 
on the old gauge. 
It was scarcely a foot 
lower at any time last year. 
Low water 
in the river at this season is not displeasing 
to the people here. 
The water is now low 
enough to disclose an enormous bed of 
debris brought down by the last freshet 
and deposited above and below the bridge. 
When the water last rose it gradually 
washed away the old bar of debris at the 
bridge, and carried it down stream. 
A 
portion of tho burden was probably dropped 
in tho Feather, and the remainder swept 
along towards Sacramento. 
W hen the 
water began to subside and the current to 
slacken a new bar began to form in the old 
situation. 
As the water fell the bar rose, 
until the river sank below the level of the 
bar, leaving it conspicuous in mid-stream 
—a mass of many thousand tons of debris 
from the hydraulic mines above. 
This 
washing away and rebuilding of debris bars 
is repeated with each succeeding freshet in 
the river, the bars apparently increasing 
iu hight with each renewal.—[Marysville 
Appeal.

Scott went to San Juan the following day, 
but he was too late. 
Quong Kee—where, 
oh, where was he ? Not only was Consta­ 
ble Scott after him, but would-be servers 
of other attachments were searching for 
him. 
They hunted high and low, but 
without avail. 
W hat was more, they 
couid not find any of his effects to pay 
their respects to. 
He had quietly sold to 
friends everything he could not conve­ 
niently transport, and slid out for pastures 
new. 
It is figured up th at his defalcations 
amount to about £5.000, four fifths of 
which belonged to Mongolian depositors 
aod creditors, the balance being out of the 
pockets of white men -[Nevada Tran­ 
script. 


M UTIL AT£B 
COIN. 


The new swindle of coin mutilators is 
likely to be even more effective and ag­ 
gravating than the recent nuisance of per­ 
forated coins. 
The circulation of the lat­ 
ter has been nearly suppressed by the con­ 
certed action of the public in properly re­ 
fusing to accept any of the coins in which 
holes have been drilled, or which have been 
stamped or otherwise defaced and lessened 
in weight. 
The new system, however, is 
much more ingenious and difficult of de­ 
tection, and requires the exercise of con­ 
stant vigilance on the part of the public to 
escape being imposed upon. 
It consists in 
skillfully clipping out pieces of the silver 
from the milled edge of the coin so that 
the debasing work 
is almost imper­ 
ceptible 
excepting 
on 
critical exam­ 
ination. 
It appears that quarters and 
half dollars are the denom i^tions selected 
by those who make a business of this mean 
practice, as the mutilation is more readily 
accomplished and less liable of detection 
than in the currency of smaller denomina­ 
tions. 
From the fact th at perforated coins 
are now very often successfully passed by 
the plugging of the holes -with tin-foil, 
which renders the holes imperceptible on 
mere cursory examination, it is to be in­ 
ferred that the public will hav<e to exercise 
extra care to protect themselves against 
this more ingenious swindle. 
The light 
weight is, of course, readily detected with 
the regular coin weight, but a3 it is not pos­ 
sible to avail one's self of tbis useful appa­ 
ratus at all times, more critical U9e will 
have to be made of the eyesight if this 
most aggravating evil is to be promptly and 
effectually suppressed. 


I n d u s t r io u s P e o p l e .- In France, out of 
a population of 36,000.000, only 2,000,000 
people live on the revenue of accumulated 
wealth, while 34.000,000 rf the entire peo­ 
ple live on the produce of labor. Of these, 
IS,000,000, or one-half, are exclusively en­ 
gaged in agriculture. This is a good show­ 
ing, and accounts in a measure for the 
general prosperity of the people in that 
country.

D estru ctive L um ber Fire near T ruckee. 


T r u c k e e , January 20ih.—A Iitfle after 10 
o’clock this morniog the report was brought 
to town that the box factory and lumber 
yard belonging to Richardson Brothers^ on 
Martis creek, was on fire. The fire train im­ 
mediately left Truckee for the scene. Upon 
arriving there it wan found that the factory 
had already been destroyed, and the flames 
were spreading to the adjacent piles of lum­ 
ber. In a few minutes a stream of water wa3 
playing on the tire, and with the aid of many 
willing hands it was soon under control. The 
factory was situated on the Truckee river, 
about four miles from the town of Truckee. 
It 
was 
run 
by 
water 
power. 
The 
lire started about 9 o’clock this morn­ 
ing, and originated in the roof, where 
the stovepipe passed through. 
Within ten 
minutes after the first alarm was given* the 
whole roof was a sheet of fi xme, and it spread 
with frightful rapidity to every part of the 
building, in which was a large amount of 
very fine machinery and a large stock of 
boxes and dry lumber. All of the hands em­ 
ployed in and about the factory worked hero­ 
ically to confine the fire to the building and 
prevent it from spreading to the adjoining 
lumber piles, and they did succeed in holding 
it in check until the fire train arrived with 
reinforcements, wheD it was soon under con­ 
trol. The loss will reach at least $15.000, and 
it may be more. 
There is an insurance of 
$14,000 on the factory and lumber yard.
